Melton tops Little Harpeth Enduro

Team Husqvarna’s Mike Melton collected 
the overall win in the Don Thava Factory 
Works-organized 13th Annual Little Harpeth 
Enduro. This, the fourth round of the 12 


event AMA National Champion- 
ship Enduro Series, was Mel- 
ton’s third overall win this sea- 
son. 

Can-Am factory pilot John Mar- 
tin, riding with a bruised right wrist 
and arm, finished a scant point behind 
Melton to take the second place points 
and the Open AA win. Defending 
National Champion Terry Cunning- 
ham and Kevin Hines rounded out 
the top four places. 

Ironically, this is also the order in 
which the foursome stand in National 
points. Melton's point lead has now 
been stretched to 30 over Martin, 106 
to 76 

As has been the case in each Na- 
tional Enduro this season, Jeff 
Fredette captured the 200cc AA win 
on his Jones/Metzeler-sponsored 
Kawasaki KDX 200. 

Dwight Rudder, who is a Maico 





his red mount following the Tulsa 
Three-Day ISDE qualifier, in time to 
make the Little Harpeth, so Rudder 
borrowed a 1982 Husqvarna 250 XC 
and rode it to High Point A honors. 

Melton piloted his Hi-Point/ Jones 
Dunlop/Bel-Ray/Oury-sponsored 
Husqvarna 430 WR to an eight point 
loss in the 139.6 mile run. 

“I thought it was going to be an ass 
kicker, like a couple of years ago, but 
it wasn't, it was just really good,” 
said Melton. Melton also took the 
Little Harpeth overall two years ago. 

“The event was pretty easy for us 
AA guys — but we didn’t zero it,” 
said Martin. John went on to say, “I 
think everyone enjoyed themselves.” 

Varying from tight woods to a 
majority of third and fourth gear 
trails, no bottlenecks developed. This 
showed super layout because a large 
amount of rain fell the week prior to 
the event.

hundred yards of the starting area, 
and this was very convenient for pit 
crews. The Don Thava Factory Works 
Club also provided great spectator 
points within a stone’s throw of the 
gas stops, the first in the form of an 
eighth-of-a-mile grass track and then 
a creek which riders crossed twice. 

At the first gas stop at 25.6 miles, 
the riders were given a 40 minute 
reset. Melton had the best score witha 
6:24. Cunningham was 14 seconds 
slower. j 

Maico Meister Barry Higgins said, 
at the first gas stop, ‘I’m going back 
to MX—you don’t have to go as fast 
as this.” 

At the second gas stop, Cunning- 
ham said, “They should have made it 
much tougher—we're just cruisin’.”” 
To this, Martin said, “If it's so easy, 
how come Terry doesn’t have a zero?” 
Melton and Cunningham had both 
picked up two more points, giving 
them each scores of eight. Martin was 
only one minute off the pace with a 
nine. 

Cunningham knew he was still 
behind, He then made a very costly 
error by burning two checks by a 
minute each.

Lenover 
squeaked past Buffaloe by a single 
point to take home the first place 
trophy. Ted Schwartz finished third. 

After driving some 24 hours with 
his girlfriend Kim, Fritz Kadlec was 
unable to improve his AA standing.

Schreiber takes 
sixth straight in 
Austin

AUSTIN, TX, APR. 9 

Bernie Schreiber (SWM) posted 
his sixth straight AMA/NATC 





National win, topping Steve 
McNeal in the season opener by 
16 points, 6-22. 

Held at the Lake Austin Metropol- 
itan Park, 15 miles outside of Austin, 
the Armadillo National kicked off the 
10th annual AMA/NATC series. The 
event was organized by the Central 
Texas Trials Association, with John 
Wright, Dean Wright, Bob Miller, 
Bill Beach and Bill Mading spear- 
heading the effort. 

Riders tackled the short (20-minute) 
loop three times. The entire course 
wiggled its way through juniper- 
infested hillsides, with most sections 





twisting around or ducking under 
trees. Roller stones also added to the 
fun and games. 

The series opener attracted 86 rid- 
ers, including 33 Championship class 
heroes. Several familiar faces appeared 
in new colors. Jack Stites, number 
two in the country last year, traded 
his Fantic in for a Montesa, while 
Curt Comer (number three in 83) did 
the reverse. And Morgan Kavanaugh, 
number four last year, swapped his 
Bultaco for an SWM. 

Schreiber orchestrated loop scores 
of two, three and one. Dwaine Wal- 
ters hada four on the first lap, but his 
score ballooned on the second go- 
‘round. Comer matched Schreiber’s 
three on the second lap, but no one 
else could match the former World 
Champion’s consistency. McNeal 
came closest with an 8-9-5 perfor- 
mance to edge Comer by two points. 

Canadian Stan Bakgaard persevered 
after a 17-point first loop to finish 
fourth with 30. Walters took fifth. 

Sometime-motocrosser Jerry Car- 
rens (SWM) had his best placing to 
date, a sixth, to finish four points 
ahead of Dave Burke, aboard a Bul- 
taco ridden by former World Champ 
Yrjo Vesterinen at last year’s Donner 
world round. 

Jack Stites, Keith Adams and Dave 
Pyle, all with 41, rounded out the top 
10. 

Robert Roosen (SWM) topped Ted 
Arment (Mon) in Sportsman by 13 
points. Six riders bunched up behind 
Ted. Canadian Steve Fracy (Mon) 
edged Andy Saum for third. Mike 
Read beat Tom Lucente on cleans for 
fifth. 

Vance Walker (SWM) turned in the 
best support ride of the day, drop- 
ping just 12 points to win the High 
School class. Defending High School 
Champ Mike West (Fan) had the 
second-best support score, a 15. Dean 
Dorcas (Fan) finished a distant third 
with 43. 

Guy Bodin (SWM) began defense 
of his Senior championship with a 
two-point victory over 1981 cham- 
pion Dale Malasek. Colorado’s Bob 
Kirkgaard, riding his first National, 
took third by edging Wiltz Wagner 
by two points. 

Last year’s Super Senior Cham- 
pion, Don Wilcox, finished 29 points 
behind Glen McNeal (Fan). Steve's 
dad, having the ride of his life, drop- 
ped just 35 points, tying him for 
fourth-best support score. "Tom Cul- 
len, organizer of last year’s Donner 
world round, edged brand new daddy 
Art Webster for third place. 

The McNeal’s 1-2 finish was not 
their best to date. In 1980 Steve topped 
the High School class (en route to the 
series championship) while Glen won 





the Senior class. But back then, Glen 
was still underscoring his son. The 
duo also competed together in last 
year’s Scottish Six Days Trial. 

The elder McNeal’s victory averted 
an SWM sweep of the five classes.

Schreiber | 
completes Texas 
sweep

SATTLER, TX, APR. 10 

SWM’s Bernie Schreiber again 
dominated the Championsip 
class in the second day of 
AMA/NATC National Observ- 
ed Trials competition, besting Fantic 
rider Dwaine Walters, 33-64. 

The San Antonio Trials Associa- 
tion’s Guadalupe River National of- 
fered white water rafting, careening 
canoe rides and the only trout fishing 
in Texas. The trial site was located 
just three miles from Canyon Lake, 
which feeds the Guadalupe River 
Scenic Area, one of the prime recrea- 
tion spots in Texas. 

The location may have helped, but 
30-second TV spots on all three San 
Antonio television stations really 
stimulated the spectator turnout, esti- 
mated at 2000. 

Event coordinator Gene Tuck, a 
TV news anchor in San Antonio for 
the past four years, put the public 
service promos together for the Mus- 
cular Dystrophy Association, which 
received all proceeds from the event. 
Jerry’s Kids got more than $3300. 

The turnout was the largest-ever 
for anon-world round National. Not 
bad for an organizing club with just 





10 riding members. John and Joan 
Anderson and their kids, plus Guy 
Stubbs and Jim Fagg assisted Tuck. 
The Austin club also assisted. 

The three-mile loop (ridden three 
times) was laid out on private prop- 
erty, the Roland Erben Ranch. The 
rocks for the Canyon Lake dam came 
from the site. The quarrying created 
several natural bowls and the organ- 
izers used them to the spectators’ 
advantage. 

The trial was the first-ever at Erben 
Ranch. Earlier, SATA had invited 
local landowners to a trial organized 
on Army Corps of Engineers land. 
After that, Erben was responsive to 
the use of his land for an event. 

San Antonio marked the first ap- 
pearance of split (Championship/ 
Support) sections in AMA/NATC 
competition. Later in the year, two 
other organizers will also split some 
sections. The approach will then be 
evaluated for future use. 

Rider instructions encouraged the 
entrants not to sit on the cactus or the 
rattlesnakes, while assuring them that 
the snakes in the river were probably 
harmless. River depth required a 
modification of section three, one of 
the toughest, on a cliff adjacent to the 
river. Rafters and canoers drifting by 
were treated to some startling sights. 

Heat, plus the severity of the sec- 
tions, made it an exhausting day for 
most of the riders. In contrast to 
Saturday’s technique trial in which 
the sections required little pushing, 
the steep-stepped climbing gully and 
hillside sections of Sunday’s trial 
were physically demanding. However, 
riders willing to keep muscling their 
bikes could often three their way to 
the end cards. 

Behind Schreiber and Walters in 
the Championship class, Jack Stites 
(Mon) edged Kipp Webb (Bul) on 
cleans for third. Stites had nine more 
cleans, but Webb, who thrives on 
physical trials, dropped only four 
fives all day. Curt Comer finished 
fifth as Morgan Kavanaugh and Steve 
McNeal (who injured a shoulder) fin- 
ished 6-7. Keith Adams suffered a 
mild concussion when he looped on 
a step. 

Robert Roosen again topped the 
Sportsman class; his 36 points being 
the lowest support score. Dean 
Wright, who worked the Austin round 
the day before, took second. Freddie 
Steele finished third. 

Vance Walker squeaked by Dean 
Dorcas, 45-46, for his second High 
School win. Mike West scored a 61. 

Dale Malasek piloted his Bultaco 
to a Senior class victory, topping Bob 
Kirkegaard by 3.2 points. Guy Bodin 
and Wiltz Wagner rounded out the 
trio of Colorado riders behind the 
winner. 

Glen McNeal (Fan) again scored 
an easy victory in Super Senior, top- 
ping Don Wilcox by 18 points. = 
Webster took third.

Spencer leads Honda 
sweep of French GP

Freddie Spencer, of Shreveport, Louisiana, 
led a Honda sweep of the top three places at 
the French Grand Prix at LeMans, by pilot- 
ing his Erv Kanemoto-prepared works NS500 


Honda to his second consecu- 
tive victory of the young sea- 
son. Spencer, who led the first 
six laps, took the lead back for 


good on the 14th of 29 tours when 
Marlboro Yamaha's. Kenny Roberts

was slowed by an exhaust pipe prob- 
lem. 

In his first top-three placing since 
his World Championship in 1981, 
Italian Marco Lucchinelli took a 
comfortable second and for the second 
time this year Britain's Ron Haslam 





was third. Both are Team Honda 
members. 

Spencer leads the World Cham- 
pionship 500cc point standings with 
a perfect 40, ahead of Roberts and 
Haslam who are tied at 20. 

Both Roberts’ teammate Eddie 
Lawson and Suzuki's Randy Mamola 
were the victims of a disastrous start. 
Lawson was hit by two other riders 
and never got off the line and Mamo- 
la’s foot was run over, breaking it. 

The racing was marred by the 
death of two riders: former Suzuki 
test rider Iwao Ishikawa and Switzer- 
land's Michel Frutschi. 

In a free practice on Tuesday, Ishi- 
kawa was hit on a fast part of the 
course by HB Suzuki’s Loris Reggiani 





when Reggiani’s brake pads report 
edly came out under heavy braking. 
According to witnesses, Ishikawa was 
not immediately attended to by med- 
ical personnel and his transport to a 
local hospital was delayed, lessening 
his chances of survival. 

Gusting winds and cold weather 
(about 42°) contributed to Frutschi’s 
fatal accident. Coming into a top of 


. fifth-gear dogleg left-hander at about 


145 mph, Frutschi lost the front end 
of his privateer NS500 Honda and 
went down. He was taken to a local 
hospital where he succumbed to mul- 
tiple injuries. Ironically, his last and 
only GP win, came in last year’s 
French GP at Nogaro which was 
boycotted by the factories because of 
poor safety conditions. 

In only his second GP appearance, 
18-year-old Briton Alan Carter became 
the youngest GP winner ever by win- 
ning the 250cc race from the 31st spot 
on the grid. Carter moved into the 
lead only three laps from the end and 
took the win on his Mitsui Yamaha 
over Jacques Cornu and Frenchman 
Thierry Rapicault, both on Yamahas. 

World Champion Stefan Dorflinger 
was almost denied a chance to race in 
the 50cc class when track officials 
wouldn’t let him through the pit 
gates and onto the track for the start 
of the race. Waving their arms and 
pointing to their watches, the offi- 
cials couldn’t be budged until Dor- 
flinger’s mechanic grabbed the gate 
and sent all three officials flying 
while the fast qualifier sped out for 
his warm-up lap. 

After that, anda few laps of follow- 
ing the leader, the Kreidler pilot 
moved to the front and beat runner- 
up Eugenio Lazzarini’s Garelli to the 
flag with an average speed of 64.82 
mph. Third went to the F.K.N of 
Germany’s Hagen Klein. 

All the honors in the 125cc class to 
be taken were had by Spaniard Ricardo 
Tormo. After grabbing the pole posi- 
tion as fast qualifier, Tormo went on 
to lead the MBA supremacy of the top 
nine places, and 17 of the 19 finishers. 
Racing on a wet, and slowly drying, 
track, the Spaniard was 35 seconds 
clear of second-place finisher Jean 
Claude Selini at the finish with third 
place Maurizio Vitali six seconds 
farther adrift. The greatest threat to 
MBA’s dominance evaporated when 
World Champion Angel Nieto pulled 
in with mechanical troubles after one 
lap. 

The sidecar race was a war of attri- 
tion and the number one survivor 
was the team of former World Cham- 
pions Rolf Biland and Kurt Waltis- 
perg in the Yamaha-powered L.C.R. 
chair. They, too, were fast qualifiers 
by over two seconds and when the 
race started they left little doubt as ito 
their intentions. The best that the 
British Barton/Birchall team could 
hope for was a distant second, some 
45 seconds back. World Champions 
Warner Schwarzel and Siegfried 
Huber made a last lap charge to get 
second but came up just three-tenths 
ofa second short in their Lucky Strike 
Yamaha rig. Only four teams fin- 
ished on the same lap as the leaders 
and just ten of the 25 sidecars finished 
the 22 lap race. 

For most of the riders, Saturday 
morning’s practice session would ‘be 
the fastest. And when rain plagued 
the afternoon session, the times were 
set with Frenchman Christian Sarron 
a popular polesitter in the 250cc class 
on the Sonauto-Gauloises Yamaha. 
Second went tothe Austrian Bartol.of 
Patrick Fernandez with West Ger- 
many’s Martin Wimmer in third on 
the Mitsui Yamaha. Deep in the 31st 
spot was Alan Carter, the victim of 
multiple engine seizures. 

The 250cc race was the first to run 
after the lunch break for the 65,000 
French fanatics.that.braved the atro-

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cious weather conditions that ranged 
from early morning snow, to rain, to 
overcast skies and wind. 

Jacques Cornu got the jump on 
Roland Freymond, Alfonso Pons, 
Patrick Bolle, World Champion Jean- 
Louis Tournadre and Jacques Bolle. 
Martin Wimmer got a decent start, 
but missed a shift and was passed by 
about 20 riders, and back in 3lst 
place, the diminutive Carter exploded 
from the ninth row of the grid to 
begin his march forward. 

Cornu and Pons traded the lead 
back and forth with a pack of the next 
best four lurking in their wake. By 
the halfway point Thierry Rapicault 
had taken over the lead from Cornu, 
and Carter had broken into the top 
ten, but almost saw his race end when 
he clipped Wimmer from behind. 

“My bike jumped out of second 
gear,’ Wimmer stated, “and I pulled 
the clutch in as Carter came up 
behind me. He had no where to go so 
he just hit mea little, but saved it. A 
spark plug electrode broke soon after 
that and my race was over.” 

On the 17th of the 24 laps Carter 
was into fifth, behind Belgian Didier 
de Radigues on the Chevallier, and 
got by a lap later. 

A few laps later and, with the 
explicit encouragement of the fans, 
he moved in front of Cornu for the 
lead. 

“He’s good, but he shouldn’t be 
doing this well,” an incredulous 
British journalist said. “It’s only his 
second Grand Prix.” 

Carter, whose older brother Kenny 
races speedway, said after becoming 
the first Briton to win a 250cc race 
since Ron Gould did it 11 years ago, 
“I feel great. After all the practice 
problems we had, everything went 
perfectly.” 

Cornu and Rapicault finished 
second and third with de Radigues 
and Britain’s Tony Head next across 
the line. 

Setting the pace for the 500cc class 





from the first qualifying session on, 
was the Kel Carruthers-tuned Marl- 
boro Yamaha of Roberts. Fastest in 
the first session, he bettered it in the 
afternoon session by a full two seconds 
and stayed in the top spot with a lap 
of 1:36.80 seconds over the 2.63 mile 
long Bugatti circuit. In the third and 
final dry session, Spencer knocked a 
second off his time, but it wasn’t 
good enough to challenge Roberts. 

“We've worked on getting speed 
up in the corners,” said Spencer, 
“because we have to make up for a 
little less horsepower than some of 
the other bikes. One of the things that 
helped was the 16-inch rear wheel. 
But this is a strange course because 
you havea flat-out sixth gear straight- 
away and three first-gear corners so 
it’s hard to get the gearing right.” 

Ron Haslam was third ahead of 
Eddie Lawson, also on a bright orange 
and white Marlboro Yamaha, with 
former champ Lucchinelli fifth ahead 
of reigning champ Franco Uncini 
and his teammate Randy Mamola. 

Uncini had switched back to an '82 
frame after having problems with 
this year’s bike and was fastest in the 
final session which was run in the 
rain. The weather would play a big 
part in the outcome of the race and 
when the riders awoke Sunday morn- 
ing to windshields caked with snow, 
the predictions of.the experts went 
out the window. But by racetime the 
track was dry and cold. 

After two warm-up laps to get a 
look at the track and warm up the 
tires, the field was set for the dead 
engine start with alternating rows of 
four and three riders. 

When the green light was flashed, 
off went Spencer, Haslam and Luc- 
chinelli, with Roberts close behind. 
But for Mamola, Lawson and Uncini 
the day was over. 

“The bike started fine on the warm- 
up lap, but it wasn’t going to start for 
the race. I took a few extra steps to 
make sure it would start and it didn’t.

And first Randy hit me from behind 
when he got run into, then this guy 
came past me on the right so fast that 
I couldn’t see who it was. He hit my 
arm and it must have been locked 
because I turned the forks to the lock 
and the handlebar broke off. I'm 
lucky he didn’t tag me. He must have 
been going 70,” said Lawson. 

The rider he didn’t see was Guido 
Paci who came up from a seventh 
row grid spot. 

“Those Hondas start so fast that 
Paci was on me before I knew it. Pel- 
landini hit me from the right side 
then Paci ran over my foot and broke 
my footpeg off and I caught my foot 
under the rear tire of the bike. Then 
he bounced off me and hit Eddie. I 
started the bike, but I knew the race 
was over because I didn’t have a foot- 
peg. The foot didn’t hurt so bad at 
first, but Dr. Costa set it and I should 
be OK for Monza (the Italian GP on 
April 24),” said Mamola. 

Uncini’s luck was only slightly 
better. He jumped on the bike think- 
ing it had started, when it hadn't, and 
when he hopped off to get going 
again, it fouled a plug, effectively 
putting him out of the race. 

Oblivious to the misfortune, 
Spencer was concentrating on stay- 
ing out front, but Roberts had other 
ideas. On the third lap he overtook 
Haslam for second and the two Amer- 
icans began a display of riding magic 
that left no one disappointed and 
many startled. Stalking Spencer inces- 
santly, Roberts made his move in a 
flat-out right-hand kink just after the 
grandstand straightaway. 

“He went by me like I was standing 
still,” Spencer said. 

“For some reason he backed off 
there and I kept the gas on,” Roberts 
added. 

“T wasn’t sure if he was having the 
same problem as I was with tires,” 
Spencer said. “It was so cold that it 
took a few extra laps for the tires to 
get working real well. When I was 





going up the straights I had every- 
thing tucked in, my elbows, my knees, 
my helmet, and I was still freezing.” 

Haslam, running third had run 
into a similar problem. “My hands 
went numb after four laps it was so 
cold, and I dropped back to fifth. 
Then I got some feeling back and 
started to move up.” 

Roberts and Spencer had pulled 
some space on third-placed Lucchi- 
nelli with Haslam and Frenchman 
Marc Fontan next in line as the Cag- 
iva of Virginio Ferrari tried to break 
the Japanese domination. Next up 
were the GB Suzuki of Keith Heuwen 
and the Heron Suzuki of Barry Sheene. 

By the 12th lap, Roberts had pulled 
a little over a second on Spencer who 
had 5% seconds on “Lucky,” who in 
turn, had 13 on Haslam. 

Lap after lap the fight continued 
with Roberts holding the advantage 
on the seemingly faster Yamaha. But 
it wasn't entirely so. 

“Tires weren’t the problem today, 
horsepower was. We always need 
more horsepower. We lost some in 
the altitude of South Africa and we're 
trying to get it back. My bike’s heav- 
ier so it wasn't affected by the wind as 
much,” said Roberts. 

The dogleg of the “Chemin aux 
boeufs” straight where Frutschi 
crashed, was giving the Honda riders 
fits. 

“The wind was blowing in gusts so 
hard there that if you were leaned 
over too much it would take your 
front wheel out. I think that’s what 
happened to Frutschi,” said Spencer. 
“T had to square the corner off to get 
through it safely.” 

On the 14th lap, the race was effec- 
tively over. Roberts’ muffler had 
blown a hole in its side, causing a 
misfire and giving the lead back to 
Spencer. 

“End of race,’ 
and he was right.

Alan Christian put on a daz- 
zling display of his racing skills 
as he swept the Scratch side of 
the program and earned his 
first big paycheck of 1983 at Inland 
Motorcycle Speedway Wednesday 
night. 

Coming off a last-place finish the 
previous week, Christian (STP/Super 
Seer Godd) was second out of the gate 
from the number three slot behind 
pole-sitter Bobby Schwartz (Bel-Ray/ 
Sinisalo Jaw). Christian immediately 
went to the cushion and applied the 
heat to the “Boogaloo Kid” until he 
relieved him of the lead at the end of 
the second circuit. Mike Bast (J.B./ 
Riverside Mitsubishi Wes) moved 
outside Schwartz in an attempt to 
take over the number two spot. Both 
Schwartz and Bast were taking their 
best shots at Christian for the lead 
including Schwartz trying in vain to 
force Christian wide coming out of 
four as they headed to the white flag. 
Christian was able to hold off one last 
charge by his two pursuers on the 
final lap and took the narrow victory 
over Schwartz and Bast. Dave De- 
Temple (Dondero Goodyear Jaw) was 
suffering from ignition problems and 
finished fourth. 

John Sandona (Oakley/Esprit/ 
Spectro Wes) backed up last week's 
Scratch main win witha sterling per- 
formance to capture this week’s Han- 
dicap main from the 30-yard line. 
After winning his first two rides of 
the evening, Dennis Bransford (Tech- 
tonic Speed Tuning Jaw) was moved 








back from the 10 to the 20 for the 
main where he was the initial leader 
over Dubb Ferrell (Arai/Vera’s/STP 
Jaw) and Sandona. 

Bransford’s lead was short-lived as 
he and Ferrell made contact in the 
first corner, sending Bransford to the 
dirt. Ferrell led until the third corner 
where Sandona replaced him as the 
“leader of the pack.’’ The two veteran 
riders wentat it tooth and nail for the 
lead over the final four laps. Ferrell 
went to the pole and was able to inch 
ahead several times coming out of the 
corners, only to have Sandona ease 
back by on the straights. Sandona 
had the lead on the all important 
final straightaway and took the win. 
Ferrell hung on to second one bike- 
length back with fast-closing Schwartz 
taking home third. 

Scott Talkington (UNO/Kal-Gard 
Godd) rode the two very smooth races 
to win his heat and the main in Div- 
ision Two action. Off the zero, Tal- 
kington was first into the corner 
ahead of Kenny Hansen (Johar/MXL 
Godd). Mark Weaver, who started the 
evening off as a reserve, tried in vain 
to catch the streaking lead duo but 
was forced to settle for third behind 
“Long Gone” Talkington and 
Hansen. 

Larry Willey (F.R. Miller Jaw) 
remained undefeated in Third Div- 
ision action as he won both of his 
races for the second week in a row. 
Willey was again forced to deal with 
Tom Walton (2 Kenchu/Walton 
Roofing Jaw) in what turned out to 
be a close, bike-banging contest. The 
lead changed hands several times 
between the two future stars with 
Willey making the final pass coming 
off turn four and taking the check- 
ered by a mere four inches in a photo 
finish.

Dave Sims was 
injured and unable to restart, so the 
event was run with five riders and 
Craig Schaefer took the win. Mike 
Faria won his Handicap heat and 
Handicap consolation, but his Scratch 
racing wasn’t so successful. Dennis 
Abbott came in second in the Han- 
dicap heat and came back to win the 
Handicap semi-final and then the 
Super Seer/Kal-Gard-sponsored rider 
capped the evening by winning the 
Handicap main.

“A hole got blown out of my 
muffler and it wasn’t the first time,” 
Roberts said. “Then later in the race 
the whole thing came off and it 
picked up a little of the power it had 
lost.” 

Spencer kept a comfortable lead on 
Lucchinelli and gradually put some 
pavement between them. Haslam was 
running third after re-passing Fon- 
tan who was having some problems 
performing for his compatriots. 

“I had two problems today. One is 
that my muffler broke, and two, my 
tires (Dunlop) were too soft for this 
race. I let Kenny choose my tires 
because I had a lot of worries in prac- 
tice and I hadn’t tested the type of 
tires that they proposed for me. About 
ten laps from the end it started slid- 
ing and if the race was three laps 
longer I wouldn’t have made it,” 
Michelin shod bikes were 1-2-3. 

On his way to the win Spencer 
lowered the track record by four- 
tenths of a second cutting a 1:37.50 at 
an average speed of 97.31 mph. 
Roberts got back past Fontan and 
was closing on Haslam when time 
ran out. And quietly slipping into 
the top five was Heuwen who also 
got past Fontan for a fifth place fin- 
ish; his best ever. 

Spencer came around the final bend 
after the 29 laps and lofted the front 
wheel the length of the straightaway. 
Not to be outdone, Lucchinelli 
matched him, although 15 seconds 
behind. 

“I prefer second to nothing,” Luc- 
chinelli said. “I didn’t want to take 
the chance of catching him and los- 
ing everything. I had a problem with 
traffic and the winds were very tricky.” 

“It’s a fantastic start,” Haslam noted 
of his second third place finish of the 
young season. “I just kept my dis- 
tance, but I knew that Kenny was 
closing towards the end.” 

Roberts too, thrilled the chilled 
crowd with a grandstand wheelie 
earning his fourth place with the KR 
brand of aggressive, determined rid- 
ing on a less-than-perfect machine. 

“We were real close. Kenny had 
real good acceleration out of the 
turns and a little more powerband. I 
saw when he slowed down and just 
watched my pit signals. It was a good 
race for me and for Marco and Ron. 
The weather here was sort of like 
England. I saw guys in T-shirts in the 
stands and I knew they were British,” 
said Spencer. 

Only one question left to be ans- 
wered. What would have happened if 
* Roberts hadn’t been hindered by the 
faulty muffler? 

“I think I'd have stayed ahead of 
him. If not, I'd have raced with him,” 
was Roberts’ answer. 

“We'll never know what would 
have happened,” said Spencer, “but 
it would have been a good race.”  @

Kane thumps to 
Sears Point win

The American Federation of 
Motorcyclists North met today 
at Sears Point International 
Raceway for the second race of 


the northern season. Several new pot- 
holes in the track, cold temperatures 
and wind that gusting to 30 mph 
combined to slow lap times. 

The most exciting matches occurred 
in the Formula S (Thumpers) race. 
There were no favorites in this race 
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—the two people that dominated the 
class last year, Chuck McAvoy and 
Kurt Bickel, were not racing. Mc- 
Avoy was out of competition due:.to 
injuries, and Bickel was still build- 
ing his bike. 

At the start Mike Kane took the 
lead on his Santa Rosa Motorsport/ 
Slater Bros. Suzuki. He was followed 
by Allen Yarrow on his self-sponsored 
Yamaha and Kane’s little brother 
Steve on a Can-Am. As they climbed 
the hill it was apparent that the elder 
Kane was working with a few more 
horses than the other two riders, but 
Yarrow was not going to let that get 
in his way. He started reeling in Kane 
in all of the tight turns. He was able 
to make a pass in the entrance to the 
Carousel, tae Kane repassed him on 
the uphill straight to turn seven. 
Kane had the edge on braking and 
horsepower, Yarrow rode harder in 
the turns. ` 

Yarrow knew he had to be in the 
lead when they went into to turn Il, 
if he wanted to take the win from 
Kane. He made his pass in turn 10,a 
high speed right hander. The two 
bikes bumped and Yarrow went car- 
reening off the track at 100 mph. “I 
felt awful when Allen ran into the 
mud and the weeds,” Kane said later. 
“T looked back to see if he was all right, 
but he just got it back on the track 
without even shutting off.” 

Yarrow’s efforts would not get him 
the win. He had lost too much time 
during his off-road excursion. The 
race ended with Kane in first and 
Yarrow a muddy second. Steve Kane, 
while unable to stay with the top two, 
settled into a comfortable pace and 
finished: his first-ever road race in 
third. 

In the Open Super Street race both 
the Open and 750cc classes were also 
combined in a two-wave start. In the 
Open class Denny Doherty was the 
clear favorite to take his 14th consec- 
utive win, but in the 750 class a tight 
battle was expected. WIth the new 
AMA rules, this class has become a 
proving ground for the Superbike 
efforts of privateers. 

Bernd Koegler, AFM’s holeshot 
expert, took the lead at the flag. He 
was followed by Doug Filangerie on 
a Kawasaki sponsored by Richmond 
Kawasaki and Kerry Bryant on his 
Supertrapp Kawasaki. Allen Yarrow 
on a Yamaha 500 single and Ken 
Evan on a box stock Suzuki GS750 
held fourth and fifth respectively. 

Filangerie went down on the second 
lap when his rear tire broke loose in 
turn three. Bryant inherited second 
place and started catching up to 
Koegler. Meanwhile, the battle for 
third continued between Yarrow on 
his 500 single and Evan on the four- 
cylinder GS750. Yarrow hada ground 
clearance and braking advantage, 
while Evan had the horsepower. 

By the the time Koegler caught the 
back of the Open class, he was having 
trouble with a sticking throttle, and 
Bryant was on Koegler’s rear tire. 
Bryant passed Koegler in traffic 
and started stretching out his lead. 
But when the white flag came out, 
Bryant pulled into the pits. He ex- 
plained later, “My riding for Super- 
trapp is the next best thing to a fac- 
tory ride. It’s not fair for me to come 
out here with my big budget and take 
trophies and points away from club 
racers.” 

Bryant's pitting gave Koegler the 
win and Yarrow, who now found 
himself in second, had a safe lead on 
Evan in third.

Team Honda's other works road 
racer, Mike Baldwin, left Los 
Angeles on April 19, bound for 
Maylasia. Baldwin was invited by 
the government of that country to 
compete in an invitational road 
race.

At pres- 
stime it was not known whether 
the injured ankle was the one 
bothering him or not. His ankle is 
severly sprained. 


Dallas fifth placer Brian Myerscough 
put in his best ride in some time in.a 
Supercross race. Brian’s first words 
were “I’m pumped.”’ Myerscough says 
he just wants to get up there and race 
with those guys. His Dallas ride was 
the first top-five privateer finish that 
Supercross has seen in some time. 


From a governmental standpoint, 
everything is approved to make 
Lake Madera a state Off-Highway 
Vehicle park, but some local op- 
position has arisen. Pat Pipes, who 
put on races at Madera, says that 
the opposition is steming from 
about 10 local people. The Madera 
Board of Supervisors will meet at 
7 p.m. on May 3 at the Madera 
Government Center at 209 W.

The Texas Series continued its torrid pace 
today among the placid pines of Conroe 
Motocross Park with the third of five races to 
determine who ranks as the state’s best. As it 


has in years past, this series has 
attracted the strongest field of 
riders available and this fact is 
vividly evidenced by the fierce 
competition for one of the coveted 
positions*in the top 10 of each class. 

Lee Hawthrone of Dallas took a 
strong step toward a top placing in 
the 125cc Novice class by taking first 
overall in one of two divisions. Haw- 
thorne, who just recently outgrew his 
old KX80, survived a second moto 
confrontation with first heat winner 
Billy Compton that took place in 
mid-air. As the two returned to earth, 
Hawthorne stayed on the course but 
Compton sent spectators and a large 
trash barrel flying as he made an 
unscheduled detour. Slightly shak- 
en, he returned to the fray but fin- 
ished well back. 

In this same moto, series leader Ty 
Carter saw his hopes dashed as the 
result of ahigh-speed miscue over the 
tricky stair-step double-jump. In the 
resulting crash, Carter suffered a 
broken right collarbone and two ribs, 
which will sideline the fine young 
Kawasaki rider from Plano for at 
least two months, leaving brother 





Rocky to carry on in his absence. 
Chad Parker had back-to-back firsts 
in the other 125cc Novice division 
with David Bloyed a come-from- 
behind fourth. 


The big news in the Minibike 
madness was that Billy Whitley finally 
lost a race. Stacy Marek upset Whit- 
ley in the Minibike Seniors with 
steady Eddie Vreeland third. Whitley 
exacted some small measure of revenge 
over Marek by leading him to the 
checkers in both the Mini Stock class 
as well as Minibike 105cc. Cedar Park 
Kawasaki representative Michael 
Merlo put in a strong showing in the 
Minibike Seniors as did Lance Bald- 
ridge in the Mini Stockers. 


Diminutive Mini Mini veterans 
Colin Edwards and ‘“‘Crispy’’ Vree- 
land staged a spirited tussle in their 
class, but Jason Schultz and Charlie 
Winn took first and second respec- 
tively. 

Mark Mills captured his first over- 
all victory of the series in the 250cc 
Novice competition after a struggle 
with Chris Black and Owen Ricker. 
With leader Ty Carter out for the 
remainder of the schedule, the

scramble for points was thrown wide 
open with Mark Cochran, Danny 
Richardson, Terry Dutton and Chris 
Black all in good position to cop the 
title in the two remaining race meet- 
ings. John Fricke’s DNF in the second 
moto might have put him out of con- 
tention for first place in the series, 
but he should still be able to crack the 
top five. 

For the third consecutive week 
Wyatt Seals finished second in the 
Open Intermediate class, unable to 
wrest the first place trophy from Bill 
Howe. Howe’s effortless style is in 
direct contrast to that of the hard rid- 
ing Seals, and their weekly duel is 
one of the series’ highlights. “I said I 
would win last week, but Howe was 
just too strong today. I don’t have any 
excuses, I’m just gonna have to try 
harder. I’m surely not giving up, I 
still have a real good chance to win 
the whole thing,” Seals stated at the 
trophy presentation. 

Rusty Dovell made two second 
place finishes hold up for top trophy 
in the 125cc Intermediate class des- 
pite some grumbling in certain cir- 
cles as to whether the local ace should 
be contesting the money class. Kit 
Vick won the second moto, but a fall 
in the first left him with third overall. 

John Pollard and Jerry LeBlanc 
traded heat wins, but Pollard emerged 
atop the 250cc Intermediate class for 
the premier placing. Stuart Cotton 
was third in the class which was dom- 
inated by Suzukis. 

Alley Semar rode brilliantly in two 
Pro classes, but first place eluded him 
in both. Danny Storbeck staged one 
of the more exciting duels of the day 
in the first moto of the 125cc Experts 
with Storbeck taking the lead for 
good with two laps remaining. Car- 
roll Richardson cooly shadowed the 
two leaders hoping for a miscalcula- 
tion by one or bothas they engaged in 
some close-quarter handlebar rattling, 
but neither faltered and Richardson 


took third. 

In the second moto Storbeck went 
wire to wire for the win with Richard- 
son interjecting himself between Stor- 
beck and Semar for the duration of 
the heat which relegated Semar to 
third overall. Bryan Abernathy, under 
the watchful eye of veteran tuner 
Tommy Connors, encountered both 
mechanical and physical difficulties 
today and was forced to do a bit of 
uncharacteristic back of the pack 
maneuvering to garner a hard-earned 
fifth place. 

“Tve been having some poor luck 
in the last couple of months, and I 
also made some mistakes as a result of 
pressing too hard, but everything was 
working right today.” Those were 
Roger Brown’s sentiments after best- 
ing a determined Alley Semar and 
consistently smooth Ronnie Herr- 
mann in the 250cc Expert clash. Al- 
though Semar offered no excuses, his 
struggles with Storbeck have to affect 
his performance on the YZ250. “I had 
the lead both motos, but Roger just 
took it away from me. This is my first 
ride on a 250cc so I’m still getting 
used to the power characteristics. No 
alibis though, Roger rode harder today 
and he deserved to win.” 

Nick Cordova had an easy time of 
it in the Open Expert affair as he 
cruised to back-to-back triumphs. 
“Scooter” Bates finished a distant 
second on both tours of the track with 
Russell Miksch pacing himself to 
third.

Borderline Racing Association’s 
1983 2l-race motocross series 
kicked off today at Sturgis 
Raceway. Riders from five states 
and Canada competed upon a newly 
revised circuit designed specifically 
for the season ahead. 

Mother Nature kept skies cloudy 
and cool throughout the afternoon, 
with light snowfall continuous in 
nearly every moto, but, fortunately, 
the heavier flurries stayed off until an 











hour after the final moto crossed the 
finish line. 

In the Professional ranks, two rid- 
ers dominated most of the action, 
Spearfish Honda’s Mike Friend and 
Rice Cycles’ Dave Molder. Friend 
came from behind to win both motés 
and the overall in the 125cc division 
while Molder fought off charges by 
Friend and Ben Norfolk to grab both 
motos of the 250cc class, then fol- 
lowed it up with a pair of moto wins 
in the Opens. 

Starting off the 1983 season were 
the 125cc Pros, and out of the gate it 
was Ladd Poitra and LeeVerne Berry 
going into the first turn. Poitra, in 
his first Pro race since moving ‘up 
from the Mini A wars, took the lead 
in the second turn while Berry, 
Shannon Ivey, Todd Gikling and 
Roland Girouix rounded out the top 
five. 

Gikling made the hardest charge 
early in the first circuit, and as the 
pack headed onto the upper portion 
of the raceway Gikling motored into 
first ahead of Poitra, Ivey, Berry and 
Girouix. This lead was short-lived 
for the Black Hills Yamaha rider, 
however, for when he came back onto 
the lower section, the front end of his 
YZ kicked under ina fast left-hander, 
and Gikling went head-first to the 
edge of a short drop-off. Poitra and 
Ivey then fought for the lead, and 
soon Ivey was in command, and Poi- 
tra began to fade behind Berry. 
Gikling remounted in sixth, then 
proceeded to move into fourth behind 
Poitra, and quickly shot into third 
before the halfway mark. Back behind 
the leaders, Mike Friend, who had 
gone down on the opening lap, was 
picking off riders at an amazing rate, 
and within four laps he had worked 
past Girouix for sixth place. 

From there, the Honda pilot roosted 
by Poitra, and set after Gikling, who 
was fighting with Berry for the 
runner-up slot. Gikling displaced 
Berry before Friend crashed their duel. 
Friend put the moves on Berry first, 
then Gikling, to move into second. 
Ivey, who had not been able to com- 
pound a substantial lead by this point, 
became the next target for Friend, 
and within two laps Ivey had been 
dropped to second and Friend was 
pulling away to a comfortable win: 

Gikling followed Friend's pass on 
Ivey and rolled himself into the 
runner-up up spot by the end of the 
race. Ivey had to settle for third ahead 
of Berry and Poitra. 

Gikling, Friend, Berry and Ivey set 
up their battle again in the second 
moto’s opening moments, as Berry 
took the holeshot with Friend, 
Gikling, Ivey and Poitra right in tow. 
Friend wasted little time in capturing 
the lead this time and used the entire 
moto to compound a healthy lead 
over a battle between Gikling and 
Berry for second. e

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Showtime title-sponsors Darlington race

Showtime, which debuted its “In- 
side NASCAR” show last month, is 
climbing deeper into the sport by 
title-sponsoring the Southern 500 at 
Darlington Raceway. 

The sponsorship is a multiyear 
agreement between the network 
and the historic track, which 
has been hosting NASCAR 
events for 60 years. GoDad-  w& 
dy was the race’s present- 
ing sponsor last year. The 
May 8 race will be called the 
Showtime Southern 500. 

“Associating with the track 
and the history of this race was 
very important to us, so we wanted 
to keep Southern in the title,” said 
Ken Hershman, executive vice presi- 
dent and general manager of Show- 
time Sports. “When we started the 
show, we were impressed with the 
committed fan base and we’re look- 
ing to really deepen that connection 
by sponsoring the race.” 

Financial terms were not released, 
but title sponsorships typically sell 


for the high six figures to low seven 
figures a year. Showtime’s deal is be- 
lieved to be in the mid-six figures 
this year because the deal was struck 
so close to the race date, a Saturday 
night event on Fox Sports. The fee 
for the 2011 race is expected to be 
closer to seven figures. 

Despite the short window, Show- 
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time has several activation elements 
in the works, both online and for the 
event. 

Sheila Mills, director of marketing 
for Showtime Sports, said an online 
sweepstakes will launch this week at 


sports.sho.com, offering the winning 
fan a VIP trip for two to the race. 
Included in the prize package is a 
replica of the Showtime Southern 
500 trophy, marking the first time the 
speedway has given away a copy of 
the real thing to a fan in victory lane. 
The trophy that will go to the fan 
is the same in every way, including 
the cost of more than $3,000, 
as the trophy that goes to 
the winning driver. There’s 
also a perpetual trophy 
that stays at Darlington. 
Showtime also will be 
on the ground at the race 
® with promotional displays 
where it will distribute free 

DVDs of “Inside NASCAR.” 
“This show is a cornerstone of 
our sports programming,” which 
also includes boxing, mixed martial 
arts and football with the “Inside the 
NFL” show, Hershman said. “We've 
got a lot of work to do to tell people 
this show isonand make them aware. 
We’re nota primary destination for 
NASCAR fans, so we’ve got to make 

that imprint in their minds.” 


The groundwork for the title 
sponsorship was set earlier this 
month when a team of close to 10 
Showtime executives from market- 
ing and public relations visited Dar- 
lington, which was the first paved 
superspeedway in 1950. 

Located in the Pee Dee region of 
South Carolina, Darlington is along 
way — geographically and culturally 
—from Showtime’s headquarters on 
Broadway in New York. 

What the Showtime executives 
found in Darlington was a track 
whose history runs parallel to 
NASCAR’s own. After a tour of 
the museum on the speedway’s 
grounds, Showtime officials walked 
the grounds and learned about Dar- 
lington’s charm as “The track too 
tough to tame.” 

“The role we've played in the sport, 
that’s something that really got their 
attention,” said Darlington President 
Chris Browning. “They really got 
it when it comes to who we are and 
what we’re about. This will bea great 
platform to help them promote their 


show and reach true race fans.” 


DuPont races back to offer more NASCAR hospitality

DuPont’s once-robust NASCAR 
hospitality program suffered enor- 
mous cuts last year, but the longtime 
Jeff Gordon sponsor is back in 2010 
with more guests and events at each 
track. 

Just afew years ago, DuPont had 
the largest hospitality program in 
NASCAR, hosting 20,000 people 
a year at every race on the Sprint 
Cup circuit. Their guests ranged 
from body shop owners who used 
DuPont paint to building contrac- 
tors who bought the Tyvek brand 
of house wrap. The company would 
bring as many as 1,000 people to a 
race, and virtually the entire focus of 
the sponsorship was based on creat- 
ing business-to-business activity.

DuPont entertained customers 
with meals, question-and-answer ses- 
sions with Gordon and bags of swag, 
all the while making new relation- 
ships or deepening existing ones.

36 Cup events as it had done in the 
past, DuPont cut back to six races

and just 2,000 guests, 10 percent of 
what it used to do. DuPont wasn’t 
the only corporate entity slashing its 
spend. Tracks reported that revenue 
from hospitality was down 20 to 25 
percent last year. 

DuPont, No. 75 on the Fortune 
500 list with more than $30 billion 
inannualrevenue, said the cuts last 
year were reflective of cost-cutting 
measures companywide. 

What DuPont discovered, though, 
was how important the hospitality 
program was to its sales, So in 2010, 
it’s back with hospitality events at 23 
races and it'll entertain about 4,000 
to 5,000 guests. 

“Tt’s really areflection of the value 
we place on our clients and custom- 
ers,” said Larry Deas, DuPont’s mo- 
torsports manager. “It’s something 
that we absolutely missed last year. 
... But the cutbacks in 2009 weren’t 
necessarily supposed to be the new 


reality, it was just something we had 
to do for our current situation.” 

DuPont’s revival in 2010 comes 
at a pivotal time in its sponsorship, 
having renewed its league deal as 
the official auto finish, a distinction 
it has had since 2003.

DuPont owns the longest-running 
NASCAR, havingsponsored Gordon 
since he first started driving the No.

“We look at DuPont as a great in- 
dicator of what’s happening on the 
corporate side,” said Jerry Caldwell, 
vice presidentof sales and marketing 
at Bristol Motor Speedway, DuPont 
did not buy hospitality at Bristol’s 
race earlier this month, but will be 
entertaining at Bristol for the Au- 
gust race, 

“When DuPont pulled back, we all 
saw that asa sign of things to come 
in. 2009,” Caldwell said. “Even though 
they’re not back to where they were, 
they’re coming back and that’s the 
important thing. They know the 
value and they know it’s important 
to their business. It is an indicator 
that the economy is slowly turning 
around.” 

Even though hospitality took a 
20 percent to 25 percent hit at most 
tracks in 2009, Deas said he has not 
found a significant reduction in 
rates. It can often cost as much as 
$5,000 to $10,000 to renta tent, which 
is just the start of hospitality costs. 
Bristol’s Caldwell said that tracks 
are focusing on different ways toadd. 
value rather than slashing prices to 
lure sponsors back. 

Deas said he didn’t find the tracks 
any more flexible with pricing this 
year than in previous years. 

“The initial proposals from the 
tracks were consistent with the 
past,” he said. “We work with a lot 
of tracks and certain folks are more 
others, but there wasn’t a lot of dif- 
ference.”

Soccer United Marketing pushed the 
popularity of the Mexican national team 
ina World Cup year to add three new Mex- 
ican soccer federation (FMF) sponsors, 
bringing its total roster of partners to 15 
in 2010, the same as it had in 2006 during 
the last World Cup. 

The partners — Wrigley’s Extra gum, Ca- 
cique and Bimbo — began activating with 
the team in March. All three signed either 
one- or two-year agreements valued in the 
low to middle six figures annually. 

“The awareness around the Mexican na- 
tional team is heightened in a World Cup 
year, but it’s really a 24/7, 365-day-a-year 
opportunity,” said Michael 
Gandler, vice presi- 
dent of business 
development for 
Soccer United Mar- 
keting. “The World 
Cup in South Africa 
is going to elevate its 
appeal even further.” 

The Mexican national 
team is enjoying one of 
its best-attended U.S. tours 
in recent years, playing its 
third of six exhibitions last 
week. Earlier this month it 
attracted 90,000 spectators at 
the Rose Bowl in Pasadena for a game 
against New Zealand, and last Wednes- 
day it drew 63,000 spectators to Bank of 
America Stadium in Charlotte for a game 
against Iceland. 

Wrigley’s Extra gum is the first official 
gum partner of FMF since SUM began rep- 
resenting the Mexican national team in 2003, 
signing a one-year deal. The brand, which 
also sponsors the English Premier League, 
has made the Mexican national team the 
centerpiece of its “Wrigley’s Football Extra” 
activation program. It has brought an 18- 
wheeler activation stage on tour with the

team, done player appearances in markets, 
and sampling at the exhibition games. 

Cacique signed a two-year agreement to 
become the official cheese partner of FME 
The Mexican-style cheese company has 
put the FMF logo on packs of cheeses and 
promoted its partnership with point-of-sale 
advertising in important Hispanic markets 
nationwide. It also set up a small booth at 
Mexican national team exhibitions where 
fans can get a photo featuring the Cacique 
logo and the Mexican flag. 

“We have already had a great return on 
our investment,” said Francisco Hanon, 
Cacique’s advertising manager. “We are 
sure if we continue to connect these events 
to the store level it will be great for us.” 
Bimbo Bakeries, the U.S. di- 
vision of food manufactur- 
er Grupo Bimbo, plans

MLS labor agreement continues league's evolution

Major League Soccer’s new collective- 
bargaining agreement — the second in the 
league’s 15-year history — is less revolution- 
ary than evolutionary. 

Unlike other professional sports leagues, 
MLS officials didn’t ask for concessions from 
players. Instead, they wanted a five-year deal 
that preserved the league's single-entity sta- 
tus and offered no free agency to players. 

The new deal the league and MLS Play- 
ers Union announced last week gave the 
league all three things it wanted, but it also 
included key changes that will give players 
new rights, change the way MLS and its 
teams operate, and influence the future of 
MLSPU. Here’s a look at several changes and 
how they will affect the league and union. 


E QUALITY OF LIFE 

Because MLS is a single-entity league, 
it will still book flights and hotel accom- 
modations for all of its teams, but under 
the new CBA there is more language about 
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what hotels are acceptable and how high 
per diems will be. 

As recently as last year, MLS players 
traveling to Massachusetts to play the New 
England Revolution stayed in the Sheraton 
Braintree, a hotel that Sports Ilustrated’s 
Grant Wahl described in “The Beckham Ex- 
periment” as being “bathed in car-exhaust 
fumes.” Players visiting New England now 
stay at the recently built Renaissance Boston 
Hotel at Patriot Place. Now, comparable ho- 
tels will be standard under the new CBA. 

Players also will see their per diems rise 
from $50 a day to $65 plus $10 a day for inci- 
dental expenses. 

The league also will pay moving expenses 
for players who are traded and put those 
players up in a hotel for 21 days. Previously, 
the league only paid $5,000 toward moving 
expenses and were obligated to pay for a 
player’s hotel for 14 days. 


E COACHING CHANGE 

Life just got more difficult for MLS coach- 
es and player personnel executives. 

Under the previous CBA, the standard 


league contract with players typically were 
one-year agreements with multiple one-year 
options. That meant a team could sign a 
player for four years but drop him without 
affecting its salary cap after any season by 
declining to pick up his option. 

The new deal changes that by increasing 
the number of MLS players with guaran- 
teed contracts from approximately 25 per- 
cent to 57 percent, according to league and 
player estimates. 

Teams can still sign players to deals with 
options, but under the new agreement, play- 
ers whose options aren’t picked up by a team 
willenter a waiver draft where other teams 
can pick them upat their negotiated option 
price. That will put more pressure on teams 
to honor the options. 

“Tt’s now important for teams to focus on 
the negative-options salaries and overall 
term of the contract, given the fact that 
there is less flexibility with options,” said 
Houston Dynamo COO Chris Canetti. “We 
need to be smart and more effective with 
signings because there’s less room for 
error.” 


E GREEN EXHIBITIONS 

Under the previous CBA, MLS teams 
could schedule as many exhibition games 
as they wanted, ask players to play and 
not pay them a dime. If a player got hurt, 
the team might lose his contribution on 
the field but the player lost the opportu- 
nity to meet performance metrics in his 
contract. 

In other words, the players played extra 
games with no upside— only consequence. 
But that’s going to change.

The agreement, 
ratified in December 2008, proved 
to be contentious in some corners 
of the game during its formation, 
as the disparities between the size 
of large, Class AAA markets and 
smaller markets in the Class A and 
Rookie leagues are quite large. 

But since that ratification, 

Minor League Baseball and BIRCO 
executives have spent the last 15 

months steadily convincing teams 

to opt in to the voluntary agreement. The 
current roster of teams participating in 
BIRCO is now nearly twice the number of 
clubs whose sites were previously hosted 
by MLBAM on an individual basis. 

There are 178 affiliated clubs that could 
be tapped for the effort. 

“We’re now at a point where we have 
meaningful critical mass and can really 
tella big story to national advertisers,” said 
Frank Burke, BIRCO chairman and owner 
of the Class AA Chattanooga (Tenn.) Look- 
outs. “It’s been a long process, and for some, 
it’s been a little hard to imagine being part 
of anational network, but we can now geta 


vast number of eyeballs and, importantly 
for a lot of us, a lot of content and func- 
tionality that would have been absolutely 
impossible to develop on our own.” 
Burke cited as an example a mobile site 
for his Lookouts club as something that 
would not have been a fiscal priority for 
the team on its own.

estimates that traffic to the new 
MiLB.com and team sites will increase. 


MLBAM combined for about 7 million 
unique visitors and 50 million page views 
per month during the 2009 season, accord- 
ing to MLBAM estimates, numbers that are 
projected to rise in the new structure. 
Much of BIRCO’s development to date has 
been about creating an operating structure 
that will generate the desired efficiencies of 
scale while still allowing for local-market 
individuality and choice. The established 
platform will offer clubs one of three levels 
of operating maintenance, depending on 


how much they want to do themselves on 
a day-to-day basis. 

Within that framework, MLBAM will sell 
national advertising. Individual clubs will 
retain some local inventory both on their 
home pages and within their interior Web 
pages. Site design will have many common 
elements but not a fully uniform structure 
like the 30 MLB team sites have. 

Ticketing also will remain largely up 
to individual clubs, provided the team’s 
provider is one of several pre-ap- 
proved by BIRCO and MLBAM. 
On top of the newly developed 
mobile sites for the clubs, minor 
league digital product offerings 
this season will again include a 
live game video package and live 
GameDay functionality for each of 
the Class AAA leagues and the Class 
AA Texas League. 

The Class AAA Round Rock (Texas) 
Express said that they, and perhaps 
some other larger minor league clubs, 
may not see a net increase in digital 
revenue right away from BIRCO. The 
Express has been webcasting games for 
the last decade. But Minor League Baseball 
President Pat O’Conner has been aggres- 
sively pushing a “Power Of One” concept 
since his December 2007 election, attempt- 
ing to have the affiliated minors act as a 

more unified and powerful entity. 

“Overall, the sky’s really the limit for us 
now, but the big thing is we need to get out 
and tell our story,” said Reid Ryan, presi- 
dent and chief executive of Ryan Sanders 
Baseball, owner of the Express and the 
Class AA Corpus Christi (Texas) Hooks, 
another BIRCO member.

New York-based Web site publisher Mediaite plans next month 
to launch SportsGrid.com, a destination devoted to compiling 
power rankings of individuals, teams and companies from 
across the sports world. 

The new site would join sister operations Mediaite.com, Gos- 
sipCop.com, Styleite.com and Geekosystem.com. The power 
rankings would be tabulated by using a specially developed 
algorithm that pools a variety of metrics, including TV rat- 
ings; Web traffic and circulation counts; attendance; number of 
Twitter followers; on-field performance for players and coaches;

Mediaite was founded and is led by Dan Abrams, former 
general manager of MSNBC and current chief legal analyst for 
NBC News. The power rankings on Mediaite.com have quickly

according to internal metrics, also offer a range of news and 
commentary, presented in blog format, but that element will 
be downplayed on SportsGrid.com.

Michigan and Ohio State have 
something else in common beyond 
one of college football’s most storied 
rivalries — they will soon share a 
sports food vendor. 

Michigan athletic officials have 
selected Sodexo to operate general 
concessions and premium dining at 
Michigan Stadium, Crisler Arena, 
Yost Ice Arena and several other 
sports venues on campus, according 
to industry sources. 

Sodexo, the biggest player in college 
sports food service, is also the conces- 
sionaire at Ohio Stadium and Schot- 
tenstein Center’s Value City Arena in 
Columbus. In Ann Arbor, Sodexo held 
Michigan’s contract from 1989 to 99 
and replaces V/Gladieux Enterprises 
after that firm’s 11-year run. 

Jason Winters, Michigan athlet- 
ics’ chief financial officer, said last 
week that the school is negotiating 
a five- to seven-year deal with one 
firm from among those it short-listed 
— Sodexo, Aramark and Centerplate 
— but would not confirm that it had 
chosen Sodexo. 

Amajor piece of Sodexo’s business 
will focus on Michigan Stadium, a 
108,000-seat building whose $226 mil- 
lion renovation with 82 new suites 
and 3,000 club seats opens this fall. 
Suite catering and club food selec- 
tions, a notch above hot dogs and 
nachos, will be a new experience for 
Michigan fans. 

Last year, Michigan athletics gener- 
ated $3.2 million in gross food revenue 
at all sports facilities, $2.5 million 
alone for Michigan Stadium. The 
previous year, the numbers were $3.7 
million and $2.9 million, respectively, 
reflecting an additional home football 
game, Winters said. 

Those figures are expected to in- 
crease substantially after the stadium 
opens with new and upgraded food 
spaces. Revenue projections are still 
being worked out, Winters said. 

Chris Bigelow, the school’s food con- 
sultant, said, “It’s certainly one of the 
most prestigious accounts [Sodexo] 
can have between the size of the facili- 
ties and the number of events.”

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The Minnesota Timberwolves’ eye-open- 
ing strategy to slash next year’s season- 
ticket prices by 50 percent during the 
month of March has jump-started sales 
for the hapless franchise.

The NHRA and longtime partner Auto 
Club of Southern California have renewed 
a bundle of sponsorships for nearly $5 mil- 
lion a year over five years. 

Auto Club, which has been with the NHRA 
for the past 16 years, has the naming rights 
to the NHRA-owned drag strip in Pomona, 
Calif., as well as title sponsorship of the sea- 
son-ending event there in November The larg- 
est AAA affiliate in the country, Auto Club is 
adding title sponsorship of the NHRA’s May 
race at Gateway, near St. Louis. 

Auto Club has struck those deals one by 
one over the years, including presenting 
sponsorship of the Wally Parks NHRA 
Motorsports Museum, an on-track element 
called Safety Safari and a series sponsorship 
of the NHRA Street Legal division. This 
latest renewal rolls all of these agreements 
intoa single five-year contract. That doesn’t 
include a team sponsorship of driver Robert 
Hight at John Force Racing for about $3 
million more. 

That combination of deals puts Auto Club 
in aclass with the most prolific sponsors in 
the sport, including Coca-Cola (Full Throt- 
tle), Lucas Oil and O’Reilly Auto Parts. 

“This is a big win for us and for the sport,” 
said NHRA President Tom Compton. “This 
isavery significant relationship for us, and 
it’s also a long-term deal. There’s a lot of 
equity built into the Auto Club name and 
safety is certainly something that aligns 
us both. They’ve also found that beyond 
the emphasis on safety, they’ve been able

to promote key services at national events 
and that’s a big reason they’re so deeply 
entrenched with us.” 

This latest renewal will take the Auto Club's 
relationship with the NHRA to 21 years and 
the Auto Club’s CEO, Tom McKernan, has 
been around for all of them. In fact, the NHRA 
has the ultimate “in” with Auto Club because 
McKernan’s daughter races dragsters as a 
hobby. 

Supporting the NHRA, whose core mis- 
sion has been to provide a safe environment 
for hot rodding, is a business decision that’s 
quite personal for McKernan, a 43-year vet- 
eran with the Auto Club. 

“This is a way for us to always keep our 
brand in front of people,” McKernan said. 
“Our tag line is that ‘We’re always with you’ 
and keeping our brand in front of people 
is areinforcement of that.” 

Auto Club, which started in Southern 
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California and still has a strong base of 
customers there, now counts more than 
13 million members across 20 states. That 
accounts for nearly 30 percent of all the 
AAA members nationally. 

Most of those members joined AAA for 
the roadside assistance, McKernan said, 
but many of them don’t know about other 
services, such as auto and home insurance, 
and travel. 

“After roadside assistance, which every- 
body knows about, it kind of falls off from 
there,” McKernan said. “This isan excellent 
platform for us to build more awareness for 
those other services. We get information 
from people at our displays and we find that 
we're able to sell quite a bit of business from 
that. ... We’ve found the demo of NHRA fans 
to be very good, in terms of education level, 
income levels and just their sensitivity to 
all things automotive.”

HBO Sports and NFL Films will co-pro- 
duce a documentary on legendary football 
coach Vince Lombardi, marking the first 
time HBO has entered into a full 50-50 co- 
production with one of the leagues. 

HBO will premiere the still-to-be-named 
documentary in December. 

The premium cable network has had 
cooperation from the major U.S. sports 
leagues to produce documentaries. For 
example, HBO Sports President Ross 
Greenburg pointed to the NBA, which 
opened its archives for the “Magic & Bird: 
A Courtship of Rivals” documentary that 
premiered last month. 

But this marks the biggest co-production 
undertaken by the HBO Sports division. 

“It’s a first for us,” Greenburg said. 
“Some leagues are resistant to go into 
a pure co-production. With us and NFL 
Films, we can’t wait to work together. 
[NFL Films President] Steve Sabol and 
I have known each other for 33 years. It 
took about five seconds for me to convince 
him to do this.” 

The documentary is in production, 
interviewing several retired NFL play- 
ers who played for Lombardi, like Frank 
Gifford, Bart Starr and Jerry Kramer. Pro-

ducers also have interviewed Lombardi’s 
brother and children. 

Greenburg said the documentary will 
have no connection to the planned feature 
film from ESPN Films. Robert DeNiro has 
agreed to star as the coach. But the movie 
does not have a director or a script as of 
yet. 

Greenburg suggested that his documen- 
tary could help shape the movie script. 
“This film could be a wonderful blueprint 
for them.” 

The Lombardi story is also headed to 
Broadway, as former Anheuser-Busch 


marketing executive Tony Ponturo and 
Broadway producer Fran Kirmser will 
produce a play about the former coach. 
“Lombardi” should open in New York 
City next year. 

HBO also has picked a date for its next 
documentary, “Broad Street Bullies,” 
which will premiere May 4. 

The network already screened it for 
some of the NHL's top brass, including 
Commissioner Gary Bettman, Deputy 
Commissioner Bill Daly and COO John 
Collins. Bettman also screened the show at 
arecent general managers’ meeting, and 
some of those general managers screened 
it for their teams. 

“This documentary doesn’t have the 
power of recognition of ‘Magic & Bird,” 
Greenburg said. “But baby boomers re- 
member the ‘Broad Street Bullies.’ When 
they came to town, you had to lock up 
your children.” 

Greenburg said he didn’t feel any extra 
pressure given the success of ESPN’s “30 
for 30” documentary series. 

“ESPN is using great filmmakers doing 
alotof passion projects,” Greenburg said.

ESPN will air its annual awards 
show, the ESPYs, live this year for 
the first time in seven years. 

The move comes after a ratings 
drop that saw the program post 
its second lowest rating ever last 
year, Its 1.5 U.S. household rating 
was down significantly from 2008’s 
2.3, and the 1.705 million homes that 
tuned in marked just the second time 
in six years that the show attracted 
fewer than 2 million homes. 

For the last six years, the show 
has aired four days after the live 
show, while winners have been 
made public and highlights shown 
on the network. ESPN officials said 
that the four-day lag between the 
event and the telecast proved to be 
too long. 

This year’s show will be held 
July 14 in the Nokia Theater at L.A. 
Live. Actor Samuel L. Jackson and 
singer Justin Timberlake 
have hosted the past 
two editions of the 
show. A source said 
ESPN is negotiat- 
ing with amember 
of the “Saturday 
Night Live” cast 
to host this year’s 
version. 

This year, ESPN will 
use a delay during its telecast, but 
does not know how long it will be. 
Typically, ESPN uses a seven-second 
delay for live events such as this. 

“Our taste meter will be the same 
as it was during the edited telecast,” 
said Maura Mandt, an executive 
producer with ESPN. “There hasn’t 
been that many times that we took 
out scenes because we didn’t want 
it to happen.” 

“Nothing will significantly 
change with the show,” Mandt said. 
“In today’s world, immediacy is so 
much more important. We’re not 
in a 24-hour news cycle anymore. 
We’re in a 20-minute news cycle.” 

The ESPYs launched in 1993 as a 
live event that was held in New York 
for the first seven years. It eventu- 
ally moved to Las Vegas, then Los 
Angeles. 

The show moved to a tape-delay 
in 2004 in hopes that it would get | 
more viewers and allow for more | 
backstage moments to be telecast. 

This year’s edition plans to use 
social networks during the telecast. 
ESPN plans to have athletes and 
presenters tweet and post Facebook 
updates during the show. 

Mandt said a live fan vote will be 
used for one category, though orga- 
nizers have not figured out which 
category yet.

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' Athletes seeing strength in Hope

They lined up for autographs and pho- 
tos like grade-schoolers, eager to meet their 
hero. At the San Diego Padres’ fan-friendly 
training complex in Peoria, Ariz., such ses- 
sions are hardly a rare occurrence. Except 
that this time the major leaguers were the 
ones waiting patiently, chatting nervously, 
paper or baseballs in hand. And at the end 
of the line sat Muhammad Ali. 

Aliand his wife, Lonnie, visited the Padres 
camp earlier this month on behalf of the 
nonprofit organization Athletes for Hope. 
Founded three years ago by former SFX 
executive Ivan Blumberg and a group of 
highly visible current and former athletes 
that included Andre Agassi, Lance Arm- 
strong, Mia Hamm, Tony Hawk, Jeff Gordon, 
Mario Lemieux and Cal Ripken Jr., Athletes 
for Hope aims to help individuals and teams 
make a positive contribution to their com- 
munities, and to society at large. 

“You’d be surprised how many want to do 
good but don’t necessarily have the vehicle,” 
Blumberg said. 

It seemed critical to include Ali. He con- 
structed the template for social involvement 
by an athlete by refusing to serve in the Army 
during the Vietnam War, though itmeant the 
loss of his heavyweight title and his license 
to box, and has spent the last two decades 
championing social causes. Fortunately, he 
agreed. “We didn’t have time to do this,” Lon- 
nie said. “But it was too important not to.” 

Athletes for Hope has 1,000 members

Fine, stand over there. Can a rookie make 
as bigan impact as a superstar? Is time less 
important, as important, or more important 
than writing a check? 

“There are no right answers,” Blumberg 
would say later. “The beauty of the interac- 
tion is that the athletes come to their own 
conclusions. It’s not a workshop, it’s a con- 
versation.” 

Athletes for Hope’s immediate goal is to get 
athletesmore involved in community service 
and charity work. Occasionally, it happens 
through their own foundations, though 
Blumberg discourages that. “The leagues 
would tell you that too many professional 
athletes have foundations but don’t operate 
them efficiently,” he said. “For 98 percent of 
the athletes out there, it’s a bad idea.”

across 50 sports, but the Padres presentation 
was the first time it had met with a Major 
League Baseball team. Ali was on hand to 
give it credibility, to capture the attention 
of players early on a chilly morning, and to 
provide an object lesson in what it can feel 
like for an ordinary fan to gain access to a 
favorite athlete. 

When he entered the room, helped by Lon- 
nie and an aide, the entire team stood and 
applauded. For the hour they spent in his 
presence, at least, none of these millionaire 
ballplayers seemed the slightest bit jaded or 
cynical. Instead, it was as though they were 
9 years old again. 

“It’s such a thrill,” said pitcher Mike 
Adams, who stood in line for 10 minutes 
for a photo with The Champ. 

Aliis one of the tools that Blumberg uses 
toget athletes to engage with the idea of phi- 
lanthropy. Another is an audience-participa- 
tion exercise that has them move around 
the room in response to questions. Do you 
think that giving back to the community is 
an obligation for a major leaguer’? If so, stand 
over here. Or is it merely an opportunity? 


Instead, he tries to match players with ex- 
isting organizations in hopes of finding one 
that inspires a lasting relationship. “Most of 
our guys definitely want to do something,” 
said Bud Black, the Padres manager and 
a 15-year big leaguer. “I think finding that 
niche, something they feel passionate about, 
is the challenge.” 

Athletes for Hope is fully funded by five 
revenue streams, including private and 
corporate donations and the seed money 
from the founding athletes. All Blumberg 
asks from a player is permission to have a 
staffer make a 15-minute follow-up call in 
order to create a database of his interests, as 
well as ways in which he feels comfortable 
contributing. After that, the organization 
will work — in conjunction with each team’s 
community relations staff, in the case of 
team sports — to unite him with an appro- 
priate charity. 

It isn’t always easy. Etan Thomas of the 
NBA's Oklahoma City Thunder started 
with a personal appearance on behalf of 
Kaboom!, which builds playgrounds in his 
native Harlem. Then he did poetry readings 


with kids and worked in prisons in Wash- 
ington, D.C., where he was playing for the 
Wizards. All of those were fulfilling, but 
they still felt like obligations. It was only 
after Thomas underwent surgery to repair 
a leak in his aortic valve that he developed 
a strong interest in the American Heart 
Association. Athletes for Hope facilitated 
the match, Thomas filmed a public service 
announcement, and has since helped with 
fundraisers. If asked, he says he’d agree to 
be a national spokesman. 

“Tve worked for Athletes for Hope now 
with a lot of different things, and they’ve 
been able to make connections for me,” 
Thomas said. “It’s definitely not all talk. I 
would recommend them to anybody.” 

In a few small but tangible ways, Ath- 
letes for Hope appears to be changing the 
culture of sports philanthropy. Soon after 
it launched, the organization pitched the 
US. national women’s soccer team. Hamm, 
Brandi Chastain, and the team’s few other ce- 
lebrity names had long since retired, and the 
players who remained figured they weren't 
famous enough to make much of a differ- 
ence. Perhaps individually they weren’t, but 
Blumberg sold them on the value of the na- 
tional team brand and the concept of doing 
charity work together. 

Noweach time the team travels, someone 
calls the Athletes for Hope staff asking to 
be paired with a needy local charity. That 
validates Blumberg’s contention that it isn’t 
just superstars who can aid a cause. 

“Over time, we’ll have the ability to mo- 
bilize thousands of athletes,” he said. “The 
next time there’s a Hurricane Katrina or a 
catastrophe ina place like Haiti, the ability to 
communicate with and mobilize thousands 
of athletes will make a difference.” 

His long-term goal iseven more ambitious: 
to weave a sense of community responsibil- 
ity into the fabric of youth sports. He’d like 
every Little League or Pop Warner season 
to include some service component, and for 
high school teams to volunteer regularly. 
That program is being rolled out this sum- 
mer in six markets in anticipation of a na- 
tional launch in 2011. 

If it works, the next generation of major 
leaguers won’t need to see Muhammad Ali 
—or even Ivan Blumberg — to understand 
and appreciate the opportunities they have 
tomake a positive impact on ordinary lives; 
they’ll have been doing it since childhood. 
“We believe that within a decade we'll have 
moved the needle on that significantly,” 
Blumberg said. “Ultimately, we hope, it will 
be part of every sports team’s DNA.”

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Youth sports still in good shape, 
as girls volleyball qualifiers show

When more than 10,000 teenage girls 
descended on Denver for two weeks this 
month at one of USA Volleyball’s 10 annual 
junior qualifiers, the event was significant 
for more than just the $13 million economic 
impact that the city credits to it. It was a 
sign of how the market for youth sports is 
holding up in a shaky economy. 

When times get tough, parents are more 
likely to cut back on their own expenses 
and keep spending on their kids, said Kay 
Rogness, founder and co-owner of Tourna- 
ment Magic, which operates the Denver 
event, Colorado Crossroads, and another 
event in Atlanta, the Big South National 
Qualifier. Indeed, Colorado Crossroads, 
which this year hosted 10,570 girls ages 12- 
180n 1,056 teams, saw attendance increase 
from last year, when 9,500 girls attended 
on 950 teams. 

Other events in the youth volleyball in- 
dustry expect similar results this year, and 
the numbers seem to be holding up in other 
youth sports. Pop Warner, for example, had 
281,000 athletes in 2009, an increase of 1,000 
from the year before. Little League had 2.53 
million players in 2009, a dip from 2.59 mil- 
lion in 2008. 

It’s the continuation of a trend that 
Rogness has seen developing for years. In 
1994, Colorado Crossroads drew just 1,280 
players. The Big South National Qualifier 
run by Tournament Magic, which Rogness 
operates with partner Lauri Dagostino, 
had 8,400 attendees last year, up from 3,850 
in 2000. 

That kind of steady growth has helped 
keep youth sports sponsors involved and 
host cities happy. 

The junior qualifiers, which determine 
which players advance to the junior national 
championship, each have five to 10 sponsors, 
ranging from title sponsors to exclusive pro- 
viders. Though financial commitments can. 
vary, Tournament Magic’s sponsors pay 
anywhere from the low five figures to the 
low six figures per year. 

Georgia-based Mizuno title sponsors the 
Minneapolis junior qualifier, called Mizuno 
Northern Lights; the Mizuno Hoosiers Mid- 
east Qualifier, played over two weekends in 
St. Louis and Indianapolis; and the Mizuno

Lone Star Classic in Dallas. Mizuno is the 
official footwear and apparel provider of 
USA Volleyball, a relationship that extends 
to being the exclusive seller of apparel and 
footwear products at both the girls and boys 
junior national championships. 

“As far as sales, our dealers will make 
between $30,000 to $60,000 in product sales 
alone,” said Emily Knight, Mizuno’s volley- 
ball promotions coordinator. “A portion of 
that does come back to us, but for the most 
part it does go to the dealer. The branded 
value is hard to name as it is so important 
to have the brand in front of the girls.” 

And there are plenty of young eyes at 
these events. The Big South National Quali-

fier in Atlanta brought in 840 teams last 
year, each paying a $775 entry fee. Admis- 
sion to the event is $7 for a day or $15 for 
the weekend. Last year, 48,000 spectators 
came to watch. 

Thecity of Atlanta estimates an econom- 
ic impact of $30 million from hosting the 
tournament, but says the benefits of host- 
ing youth sports go beyond the dollars. 

“This type of amateur athletic event 
tends to come on weekends,” said Mark 
Vaughan, executive vice president and 
chief sales and marketing officer for the 
Atlanta Convention and Visitors Bureau, 
“when our convention business is not as 
active as it is during the week.”

The Albuquerque company has be- _ 
come his full-time job for eight months 
ayear, and has three full-time program- 
mersand abouta half-dozen part-tim- 
ers. University Athlete has moved from 
the PDA format and is accessible on 
BlackBerrys, iPhones, Windows Mo- 
bile and, soon, Android. 

New this year is an iPhone app that 
allows coaches to capture video of ath- 
letes and upload it to their notes. And 
what’s next? Swindle plans to enter 
the basketball market next year.

Sprint goes after its NFL league sponsor- 
ship. There has been some chatter that 
Sprint will retain some sort of football 
presence on its handsets. Recalling that 
Sprint is title sponsor of NASCAR’s top 
circuit, the company does not strike us as 
an ambusher of any sort. Still, it closed 
last season with around eight NFL team 
deals, so a locally based NFL content 
platform is a possibility, or perhaps one 
based on NFL media buys. Sprint is the 
incumbent sponsor of CBS’s Sunday 
NFL halftime show. As one marketer 
with hands on the wheel advised us, any 
replacement NFL deal “doesn’t have to 
be sports or even sponsorship necessar- 
ily, just some platform or programming 
that drives customer acquisition or sub- 
scription revenue.” 

We hope that one ends more smoothly.

lorida quarterback Tim Tebow ex- 

pects to make a decision this week 
on whether to accept the NFL's invita- 
tion to attend the draft in New York next 
month, his agent, Jimmy Sexton, said 
last week. 

Invitations are traditionally extended 
to top draft prospects, who are shown 
waiting in the green room for their 
names to be called. Tebow is an unusual 
case, though. He’s the most famous and 
most decorated college football player of 
his era but no shoo-in to be taken in the 
first round. 

Top NFL agents typically advise their 
clients not to attend in person if they 
think the player won’t be drafted quickly 
and will be forced to sit and wait for what 
may seem like an eternity — something 
that is great for television ratings but a 
not-so-great experience for the player. 

Gil Brandt, the former head of per- 
sonnel for the Dallas Cowboys who advis- 
es the NFL on invitations, said he called 
Tebow about three weeks ago. “I said, 
‘Tim, if you were invited, would you like 
to come to the draft?” Brandt said last

week. “He was home in Jacksonville and 
he said, ‘Let me think about it.”

Brandt would neither confirm nor 
deny that the NFL had invited those 
players, all of whom were ranked as first- 
round picks by at least one if not all four 
mock drafts at draft site NFLDraftScout. 
com. Tebow was not ranked as a first- 
round pick in any of the four mock drafts 
last week. 

Asked whether he viewed Tebow as a 
first-round draft pick, Brandt said, “I do,” 
but added, “I seem to be in the minority.” 

The first round of the NFL draft moves 
to Thursday night this year and will 
be held April 22. The second and third 
rounds will be April 23, and the fourth 
through seventh rounds the day after. 

Because of the change, Brandt said, 
the NFL will invite players expected to 
be drafted in the second round to attend 
Friday night. He said he would probably 
begin inviting those players this week.

Bunker busters: Air Canada Centre combining suites into club

ir Canada Centre officials are adjusting the 
p> eines premium-seat mix in Toronto for the first 
time in the building’s 11-year history, expanding the list 
of venues repositioning their top-end inventory. 

For next season, Maple Leaf Sports & Entertainment, 
the owner of the arena, the Maple Leafs and the Raptors, 
will reduce its number of event-level platinum lounges 
from 40 to 28, said Bob Hunter, the arena’s executive 
vice president and general manager. 

Those spaces, commonly called bunker suites, have no 
views of game action but are each tied to 10 of the best 
seats in the house for basketball and hockey, and include 
tickets to all events. 

This year, a few platinum lounges were not renewed 
for the first time since Air Canada Centre opened in 
February 1999, Hunter said. They range in price from 
$442,000 to $467,000 annually and carry multiyear com- 
mitments. 

By knocking down the walls of 12 units, Maple Leaf 
Sports is creating the Chairman’s Club, which will have 
120 seats available. 

The price point has not been set, but the revamped 
area will provide the flexibility for companies and in- 
dividuals to buy seats at a fraction of the cost to buy a 
platinum lounge, Hunter said. Food and drink will be 
an additional fee, as was the case with the platinum 
lounges. 

In the upper deck on the arena’s west side, Maple Leaf 
Sports is converting eight of 24 loge suites, priced at

$79,000 to $86,000, into regular seats. The group is pitch- 
ing the revamped area to one of its existing sponsors to 
use for its clients. 

If a deal is not done, the alternative is to make those 
124 seats, an increase over the current 64, available for 
single-game sales and create affordable ticket prices of 
$15 to $18 for the Raptors and $25 to $30 for the Maple 
Leafs, Hunter said. 

The capital investment is $2.26 million for both proj- 
ects. 


> CHANGING OF THE GUARD: There’s been con- 
siderable movement within the ranks of veteran big 
league facility managers the past six weeks, including 
changes at two of Florida’s three NFL stadiums. 

The most recent departure is Pat Fitzgerald, vice 
president of facility operations at Quicken Loans 
Arena in Cleveland. Fitzgerald opened the former Gund 
Arena in 1994, one year after he was hired. As of March 
1, he was no longer employed by the Cavs, a team spokes- 
man confirmed.

The club is searching for Fitzgerald’s replacement, ac- 
cording to online job listings. The Cavs are not releasing 
any further information about his exit, and Fitzgerald 
did not respond to an e-mail for comment. 

In Miami, Bruce Schulze, former president of Sun 
Life Stadium, is gone after the Dolphins, the facility’s 
owner, eliminated his position, team spokesman 
George Torres said. Todd Boyan, the stadium’s vice 
president and general manager, is now in charge. The 
team declined further comment. 

Schulze had been with the stadium since 1992, when 
he was named the Florida Marlins’ director of opera- 
tions and administration. Schulze rose through the 
ranks of facility administration to become president in 
October 1999. 

By cutting administrative payroll, the Dolphins could 
be reallocating funds to help pay for a $189 million sta- 
dium renovation to remain in the Super Bowl rotation, 
said Jim Riordan, director of the MBA in Sport Man- 
agement program at Florida Atlantic University anda 
former SMG arena manager. 

“The Dolphins are doing a thorough analysis of their 
personnel,” he said. “We have a few alums and students 
working there who are waiting to hear what their future 
with the organization will be.” 

In Jacksonville, Larry Wilson has replaced Bob 
Downey as SMG’s general manager of Jacksonville 
Municipal Stadium, home of the Jaguars. Downey 
resigned his position in mid-February after 15 years on 
the job, according to local reports. 

Downey returned a call for comment too late for inclu- 
sion in this story. SMG executive Hank Abate did not 
return an e-mail for comment. Wilson comes from the 
University of Virginia’s John Paul Jones Arena. E

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t might feel like every 
sports fan is depen- 
dent on the Internet, 
cell phones and game 
systems to fulfill their 
sports desires, but in 
reality, we are only half- 
way there. 

Watch the research 
numbers closely when they suggest large 
percentages are on board. Most are based 
on those who use technology or talk about 
the percentage increase over the past year. 
But when you base it on the population or 
even on all sports fans, the numbers are 
still quite small. 

Some examples: 

+ PricewaterhouseCoopers reports 17 
million online game subscribers. That is 
about 6 percent of the population or 17 
percent of households. The same research 
reported roughly 20 million subscribers 
to mobile Internet access of any kind, not 
just for sports, or about 7 percent of the 
population. 

- Nielsen Online reported ESPN.com 
topped video streaming in December, but 
less than 8.5 million unique users or 2.8 
percent of the population. 

Not only is the use of technology limit- 
ed, but nearly half of all sports fans today 
say that technology is “not at all impor- 
tant” to their enjoyment of sports. Today, 
we are expecting technology to deliver too 
much of the marketing value in sports. 
Here are findings from five recent national 
studies to back that up: 





RICH 
LUKER 


A. The shift from newspapers to TV and 
now to the Internet is one of the most dra- 
matic changes in how fans follow sports. 

Fifteen years ago, the local newspaper 
dominated as a lead source for sports 
information (see top chart). The Internet 
is the leader now, but with only 33 percent 
of fans. The landscape for sports informa- 
tion has diversified. The future may be 
dominated by technology, but how likely 
is it that any one form of technology will 
dominate the way newspapers did? 


2. Less than half of Americans (39.6 
percent) ever use the Internet to get sports 
information. 

In addition, the use of mobile devices for 
sports is below 10 percent penetration.

3. More than half of all Americans said 
they were “not at all likely” to spend dis- 
cretionary income on technology in 2009. 

American businesses are focused on 
developing new technologies for market- 
ing, but the everyday American has yet to 
share that priority. The August 2009 Luker 
on Trends/ICR survey of 1,074 Americans 
ages 18 and older found that two-thirds 
said they had less to spend than they did in 
2008. When asked how they would spend 
the money left after paying their bills, 54 
percent said they were not at all likely to 
spend it on technology. 


4. Going into 2010, less than 40 percent 
of Americans said it was important for 
companies to sponsor technology opportu- 
nities (39 percent) or sports (35 percent).

The top three Future Five issues (see 
above) are economy-based. The December 
2009 Luker on Trends/ICR survey found 
Americans taking a more positive view 
of the economy. Sixty-three percent said 
they expected the American economy to 
be better in 2010, and 57 percent said they 
expected their own financial situation to 
improve in the new year. 

But even with that more optimistic view 
of the economy, corporate investment in 
technology or sports was not a high prior- 
ity tomore than half of American adults 
(see chart below). 


5. About half of Americans (53 per- 
cent) and sports fans (48 percent) say tech- 


nology is “not at all important” to their en- 


joyment of sports. Going beyond mere use

“I believe in the power of personal, live 
experiences to build the business and profits 
of sponsors. We know technology is one 
tool to accomplish those goals, but we use 
technology to facilitate personal experi- 
ence, not as an end. We have seen compa- 
nies invest considerable dollars in digital 
opportunities without a clear focus. Most 
of those efforts fail because they are not 
grounded in building enriched personal 
experiences. As long as we think of technol- 
ogy as the destination, we are overplaying 
the importance.” 


Trends/ICR survey question asked: “How 
important to your enjoyment of sports is 
access to games, events and information 
through technology such as the Internet 
or on a cell phone?” Less than one-third of 
the most-avid sports fans said technology 
was very important to their enjoyment. 


E Bright side to a cup half full 

If you have been thinking that most 
American sports fans are already heavily 
using technology in sports, the good news 
of the cup half full is that we have a lot 
of room to grow. Half of avid sports fans 
are above average in their general engage- 
ment with technology outside of sports. 
In general, the bigger the sports fan, the 
more engaged they are in technology. 

Generally, younger people are even more 
connected to both sports and technology. 
But the youngest are not the leaders in 
sports today. For example, the peak use of 
the Internet in sports is among those 18-34, 
not those 12-17. Similarly, use of mobile 
devices in sports peaks at ages 25-34 (46 
percent), followed by 18-24 (38 percent), 
then those 12-17 (32 percent). 


@ What’s the point of this trend? 

It’s time to recalibrate our expectations 
regarding the use of technology in sports. 
There are too many measures essentially 
saying the current top end for even the 
best technology applications is 50 percent, 
and that is extremely rare. Less than half 
are using any specific technology applica- 
tion in sports. Less than half of fans say 
they want it; less than half want compa- 
nies to sponsor it. 

There can be no doubt that, over time, 
technology will become an even more 
desired and valued element of the sports 
experience. But for now, we as an industry 
are far more focused on the role of technol- 
ogy in sports than are more than half of 
American fans. E

Cubs = Ricketts family gets to work revamping one of the most prized possessions in all of sports

Ricketts, who with his family purchased 
the Cubs, Wrigley Field and related assets 
last year from the Tribune Co. for about $845 
million, may be rebuking the Curse of the 
Billy Goat, the famed 1945 legend that marks 
the team’s last World Series appearance. But 
inreality, he’s trying to overcome more than 
any alleged curse. Ricketts and his family 
inherit one of the crown jewels of the entire 
sports industry, but also a franchise badly 
inneed of modernization and attention in 
nearly every key area. 

There is no dispute the Cubs are a widely 
beloved institution. The club has drawn 
more than 3 million people to Wrigley Field 

generally considered one of the most 
popular ballparks anywhere along with 
Fenway Park, Yankee Stadium and Dodger 
Stadium — each of the last six years, and 
holds a strong national following thanks in 
part to its distribution on WGN-TV. 

But Wrigley Field fell in visible disrepair 
during the latter stages of the Tribune Co.’s 
three-decade ownership of the team. And 
even as new business ventures such as cor- 
porate signage within the famed outfield

wall ivy were occasionally pursued, and 
night baseball arrived to Wrigley under 
Tribune's control, the club struggled might- 
ily with developing a systemic operational 
plan that would meet present-day challenges 
while also building for long-term success. 

“Tribune was a good owner, but they 
were too tied to [financial] analysts and to 
the stock. There were some natural con- 
straints,” said Cubs President Crane Ken-

ney, who ran the team for Tribune Co. and 
has been retained by the Ricketts family 
in a new four-year contract. 

Kenney was one of about 100 full-time 
employees working for the Cubs that, during 
the Tribune days, represented the smallest 
front office in baseball. The Ricketts family 
has since boosted the count by more than 
a dozen people. “In many ways, we were 
starved for capital, particularly for non- 
revenue projects. We were given plenty of 
resources for payroll. But getting capital for 
other things that didn’t necessarily have a 
direct return was much tougher.” 

All that has dramatically changed in a 
few short months, with the remaking of 
the Cubs now standing as perhaps the most 
important and prominent story of the 2010 
MLB season. 

The arrival of the Ricketts family has 
prompted an aggressive plan to revamp the 
96-year-old Wrigley, with the first phase of 
work featuring anew, PNC Bank-sponsored 
club area done this past offseason. It will 


culminate in 2014 with the opening of a six- 
story, 400,000-square-foot building adjacent 
to the ballpark to house team offices, pre- 
mium space, a team museum, hotel, retail 
shops, restaurants and other areas. 

Plans to build a new spring training com- 
plex in Mesa, Ariz., though now hampered 
by political division within the Arizona 
statehouse and the Cactus League, call for 
the construction of what would essentially 
be Wrigleyville West. 

And the club has begun to alter how it 
communicates with the public, with the 
family making a high-profile appearance 
during the Cubs Convention in January, 
vowing to be a visible presence at the ball- 
park and to the media, and launching a new 
marketing campaign called “Year 1” that 
acknowledges the club’s historic roots while 
firmly outlining the new era’s beginning. 

“This is basically a 125-year-old startup,” 
said Wally Hayward, the former Relay 
Worldwide and Chicago 2016 executive 
who was hired in November as the Cubs’ 


chief sales and marketing officer. “The 
brand needs to be dusted off abit, but we’re 
going to get to the point where we’re the 
innovators.” 

On one level, the story of a new owner 
coming witha bold new plan is hardly new. 
But this one involves the iconic Cubs brand 
and, interestingly, includes no Daniel Sny- 
der-type bluster. There have been no mass 
firings, no senior leadership changes thus 
far aside from the addition of Hayward and 
extension to Kenney, and no nasty and pub- 
lic repudiation of all that has come before. 
Instead, this story involves the relentless 
development of a blueprint to get the Cubs 
their first World Series title since 1908 and 
revive the franchise top to bottom. 

“Tf baseball didn’t prohibit us from buy- 
ing into more than one franchise, I’d want 
stock in the Cubs,” said Boston Red Sox 
President Larry Lucchino. The Red Sox and 
their renaissance under the management 
of Lucchino and owners John Henry and

In early April misfortune struck 
Scott Pearson, a Honda contract rider 
last year who was again going to bea 
privateer in ’83. 

Like Kidd, Pearson was “testing” 
his skills, his machine, or something 
like that, getting ready for the Ascot 
TE. 


While testing he fell and severely 
injured his right knee/leg. A lot of 
guys have fallen off and skinned 
themselves, but not for Pearson this 
time. 

The doctor said he will be out for 
perhaps the entire season, maybe for 
good. 

A lot of people don’t know Scott as 
well as they should. Yes, he has won 
four National events, two TTs and 
two half miles. I can think of at least 
four more that he should have won 
and didn’t. 

He fell off leading a Topeka half 
mile by a straightaway a few seasons 
back.

As the Ricketts family attempts to 
balance historic preservation and rev- 
enue enhancement at Wrigley Field, 
corporate sponsorship represents the 
most volatile portion of that continu- 
ous struggle. 

Chicago Cubs executives believe cur- 
rent team sponsorship revenue can be 
as much as tripled, even without sell- 
ing the Wrigley Field stadium name, 
something not at all on the radar of the 
Ricketts family. Achieving that growth 
will require both an aggressiveness to- 

yard new deals but still cautious inte- 
gration into the historic elements of 
the 96-year-old Wrigley. 

“We need to create a new model, and 
we're working on that, a model where we 


can really get very deep and integrated 
with our sponsors,” said Wally Hayward, 
the team’s chief sales and marketing 
officer. “We can’t do something like 67 
signs around the ballpark. We have to 
be much more careful and respect the 
character of the ballpark.” 

Whether that’s been done is already 
up for debate. Anew multiyear deal with 
Toyota struck this month will create a 
backlit, 16-by-22-foot sign for the auto 
manufacturer above the left center-field 
bleachers, but below the rooftop stands 
on Waveland Avenue. Financial terms 
were not disclosed. 

Preservationists and some local politi- 
cians predictably bashed the plan almost 
immediately, but Hayward said there 
are no plans to create more such signs 
above the bleachers, due largely to the

Tom Werner have served as an important 
blueprint for Ricketts and the Cubs. “They 
have some tremendous opportunities in 
front of them, and the extra advantage of 
following our game plan to some degree.” 


From bleachers 
to boardroom 


Tom Ricketts, 44, looks the part of a typi- 
cal MLB owner, often attired in a conserva- 
tive suit and tie, and his background is also 
fairly typical of that elite group. Raised in 
Omaha, Neb., his father Joe founded and 
ran the highly successful national stock 
brokerage TD Ameritrade. 

Tom, the second oldest of four children, 
left Omaha in 1984 to attend the University 

r graduation, he stayed in 
town and worked as a market maker for 
the Chicago Board Options Exchange, later 
earned his MBA, and ultimately built his 
own sizable wealth through his co-found- 
ing and running investment banking firm 
Incapital. 

His background in the financial services 
industry belied a deep passion for baseball, 
and much more importantly to Cubs fans, 
genuine stripes as a diehard Cubs fan. As 
a youth, Ricketts played Little League and 
frequently attended games of the local Tri- 
ple-A Omaha Royals. After college he lived 
in an apartment in Wrigleyville, the lively, 
bar-heavy neighborhood around Wrigley 
Field. As a frequent Bleacher Bum, he 
met his future wife, Cecelia, at Wrigley. 
And it was once again at Wrigley where 
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Ricketts convinced his family, particularly 
patriarch Joe, to rally around his idea to 
bid for the team. 

“Tom’s got street cred,” Kenney said. “We 
got very lucky. He’s got some scar tissue. 
Had the [sales] process gone another way, 
who knows? 

His passion for the Cubs would be firmly 
tested duringa marathon sales process that 
lasted more than two years. 

After real estate mogul Sam Zell pur- 
chased the Tribune Co. in early 2007 ina 
massive $8.2 billion deal, Zell quickly re- 
hung the for-sale sign on the Cubs, Wrigley 
Field, and an interest in Comcast SportsNet 
Chicago. But that’s where the simplicity 
ended. Efforts to separate the franchise, 
stadium and media assets and sell them in

rooftop stands with whom the Cubs hold 
revenue-sharing agreements. 

“This was a very unique situation, a 
place where we would not obstruct the 
rooftop views, but also something that 
provides a high level of TV visibility,” 
Hayward said. 

Other new sponsorship deals have 
mixed conventional and unique ap- 
proaches. PNC Financial Services 
Group, for example, signed on to be- 
come the title sponsor of the new club 
area at Wrigley, extending an invest- 
ment in baseball that already includes 
deals in Pittsburgh, Washington and 


distinct transactions predictably fizzled, 
but still took many months to play them- 
selves out. 

Various rounds of bidding for the 
Cubs assets occurred, and during many 
of those phases, the Ricketts fami 
not publicly seen as a bona fide favorite, 
in part due to a deeply concerted effort 
by the family and its advisers to stay out 
of the press. Tribune Co. then filed for 
bankruptcy in December 2008, further 
complicating the sales effort and helping 
extend the entire process to 30 months once 
it was all done.

The Cubs, meanwhile, have formed a 
new deal in which Chicago-based bicycle 
components manufacturer Sram Corp. 
will sponsor a bike lot across the street 
from Wrigley. The club will use the deal 
to promote a healthy means of transpor- 
tation to the ballpark and a release valve 
of sorts for traffic on local roadways and 
public transportation. 

The Sram deal will include a char- 
ity ride between a new Higher Gear bi- 
cycle store, co-owned by Tom Ricketts’ 
brother, Todd, in suburban Wilmette, 
Ill., to the ballpark bike lot. 


Team officials, too, suffered under the 
strain of the process, even as the club 
continued to stay competitive on the 
field. “There were definitely challenges. 
It’s hard to add staff, for example, when 
your parent company is in bankruptcy,” 
Kenney said. 

Tom Ricketts estimates that due in part to 
the complex legal structure of the deal, one 
in which Tribune Co. remains a minority 
owner, he signed his name more than 6,000 
times at closing. 

“There was a year or so in there where all

Ireceived from friends was condolences,” 
Ricketts said of the many low ebbs during 
the saga. “But I never lost faith. Inever lost 
faith because at the end of the day, it was still 
an auction. The best bid had to win.” 
While dollars, and the financial struc- 
ture fueling those dollars, won the day for 
the Ricketts family, fellow executives and 
friends say the family’s deep love for the 
game immediately showed and will pay 
huge dividends going forward. Tom Rick- 
etts is spending 40 hours or more each week 
working on the Cubs, while maintaining a 
limited presence with his other ventures. 
He intends to be at every home game. 
“They know what a treasure the Cubs 
are, I’ve seen their plans, and the early 
returns so far are good,” said MLB Com- 
missioner Bud Selig, a lifelong Milwaukee 
resident who has held a close view of the 
Cubs’ operations during his 40-year baseball 
career. “You can’t really run a successful 
team without a passion for the game, and 
they definitely have it.” 


Building boom 


Wrigley Field all winter was a furious 
din of construction activity. Everywhere 
one looked, construction crews of all 
types were hard at work. Concourses were 
cleaned and expanded. Bathrooms were 
completely renovated. Six tiny, cramped 
suites were combined to create the PNC 
Club. Brickwork was redone in several 
sections. A new, albeit temporary, Wall of 
Fame was constructed. Players facilities 
were upgraded. A new batting tunnel, vis- 
ible to fans, was constructed. The iconic 
scoreboard was refaced. Ugly concrete pan- 
els lining sections of the exterior facade 
were removed, providing more openness 
and natural light in the concourses. 

Beyond raw construction, many new 
amenities were planned for the 2010 sea- 
son, such as concession stands serving 
healthier bison meat from a Colorado 
outfit, High Plains Bison, controlled by

the Ricketts family. 

The net goal amid the varied projects 
was, as much as possible, to inject signifi- 
cantly more freshness, space and modern 
amenities into what remains a cramped, 
aged ballpark. 

“There is not one corner of the building 
that’s not being touched,” Tom Ricketts said. 
“Between our closing in October to Opening 
Day was a little over five months. So the at- 
titude was, ‘Let’s see what we can do.” 

Aneven bigger view, however, exists with 
the Triangle Building, essentially an annex 
to Wrigley that’s been discussed on and off 
for much of the past decade. The planned 
structure, somewhat resembling the Green

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Bay Packers’ Lambeau Field Atrium, would 
give the club a true annual presence, allow- 
ing for events throughout the year anda far 
better space to celebrate the team’s history, 
tragic as it may be. Several hotel compa- 
nies have already expressed their interest 
to be part of the project. And the project 
would finally get team employees, some of 
whom work in trailers outside of Wrigley, 
into proper office space. 

Financing has not been set, but early cost 
estimates have hovered around $100 million, 
above and beyond a similar number bud- 
geted for the ongoing work in and around 
the ballpark. The current building schedule 
calls for planning and approvals this year,

and formal construction ongoing during 
2012 and 2013. 

The Triangle Building would be the cen- 
terpiece of a “Project 2014” campaign that 
would tie into the 100th anniversary of Wrig- 
ley Field, and if the Cubs get their way, also 
include the All-Star Game played at Wrigley 
that summer. That year, as it stands now, is 
an American League year in the All-Star 
Game rotation used by the league, but MLB 
has shown in the past a willingness to bend 
those rules as desired. 

“We want this to be the best place in base- 
ball,” Tom Ricketts said. “By 2014, we want 
people to say that not only has the history

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of Wrigley Field been preserved, but also 
looks forward and gives them something 
more.” 

The situation 1,700 miles to the southwest 
in Mesa, Ariz., is not nearly so straightfor- 
ward. The Cubs are the foundation on which 
the entire Cactus League operates, with 
the team successfully parlaying its 57-year 
history in Mesa and broad national appeal 
to easily the best attendance in Arizona, 
home and away, each March. But its current 
facility is also falling into disrepair, and 
in January, the club struck a preliminary 
deal with Mesa and state officials on anew 
stadium, practice facility and mixed-use 
development, beating out a fervent coun- 
teroffer from Naples, Fla. 

But that Mesa plan, involving $84 mil- 
lion in public-sector funds, would employ 
a ticket surcharge on all Cactus League 
games to raise the money, a move that has 
raised howls of protest among the other 
MLB teams that train in Arizona. 

“Tt’s a catch-22 situation. We don’t want 
the Cubs to leave. We want them here, but 
we are all opposed to this tax,” said Derrick 
Hall, Arizona Diamondbacks president and 
CEO. “It’s not us against the Cubs. The Rick- 
etts seem like great people, really commit- 
ted, and I think they’1l be fabulous owners. 
It’s us against the Legislature, because this

measure doesn’t make any sense, and I fail 
to see how the numbers add up.” 
Advocates of the bill, however, claim that 
the ticket surcharge would supply far more 
than what is needed in Mesa and create a 
larger pool of money to help fund future 
spring training projects for other teams. 
Still, MLB and the other clubs remain ac- 
tive in trying to amend the bill as it weaves 
through the Arizona Legislature, pushing 
instead a tax-increment financing structure.

The Cubs have the ability to back out of the 
deal if the Legislature doesn’t approve the 
project by July, or if the pact is voted down 
in a referendum. 

“T want to get that solved,” Selig said. 
“We're trying to find alternatives. We’re 
trying to work through the options, and I 
want to get it done. I understand clearly 
what the Cubs mean to Mesa and the whole 
league there.” 


Remaking history 


The roots of the Cubs’ firm win-first at- 
titude predate the arrival of the Ricketts 
family. The hiring of manager Lou Piniella 
in late 2006 helped substantially reset the 
organizational tone, with the veteran skip- 
per guiding the Cubs to two playoff berths 
in his three seasons in Chicago, providing 
the club’s first three-year streak of winning 
seasons since a six-year run from 1967-72. 

The Ricketts family, however, has height- 
ened expectations, and last year’s Opening 
Day payroll of $135 million, third highest in 
the league, could serve as a baseline going 
forward as they intend to stay aggressive on 
that front and have pledged to plow profits 
back into the team. 

On top of retaining Kenney, Tom Ricketts 
firmly charged his team president to find 
the best possible executive for the sales and 
marketing role, eventually landing Hay- 
ward. The Cubs have a new chief financial 
officer and new general counsel coming in 
early April, but neither has been publicly 
named. Another important recent hire was 
Jahaan Blake, who joined the club in late 
February to head up fan experiences, a new 
position firmly aimed in part at addressing 
Wrigley’s spotty reputation in customer 
service. The club also hired Kevin Saghy 
to oversee marketing and business public 
relations, also a new role, and he will be 
communicating the Cubs’ off-field and 
charitable endeavors. 

Tom Ricketts, Kenney and Hayward are 
each sacrificing personal wealth and other 
career aspirations to work for the club. And 
considering Hayward’s new office at Wrig- 
ley is a converted women’s rest room and 
Tom Ricketts’ own ballpark office was also 
being constructed during the offseason and 
shoehorned into the cramped ballpark, the 
job does not necessarily offer all of the fin- 
est perks. 

“There’s ultimately one goal: Win the 
World Series,” Kenney said. “That’s an in- 
credibly unifying, galvanizing thing. We 
have a chance to remake history. Wally, 
me, everybody, could have taken other jobs, 
probably for a lot more money, but this is an 
opportunity to be part of something truly 
special. When we win, the only thing I think 
will be comparable will be Lake Placid.” 
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Major League Baseball opens the 2010 season in a more stable place than a year 
ago, thanks in significant part to an improved economy, and certainly compared with 
several other leagues battling fractious labor divides. But several pressing issues

officials have steadfastly denied the saga is 

having any effect on club operations, but many fans 

are not convinced. Team payroll is down from last year by 

roughly $10 million, the club’s second consecutive decline in 

player spending despite club attendance and other key local 

revenue sources remaining among the strongest in the game. 

Anda recent court filing by Jamie McCourt, showing club financial 

plans developed last year for a potential international partnership, 

suggested no material boosts in planned player spending for the next 
eight years, even as club revenue is projected to soar. 


HOW GOES ATTENDANCE? 


Overall league attendance slid 6.65 percent last year to 73.42 million, 
MLB’s lowest total since 2004 and second straight annual decline. Baseball 
still claims attendance as its single-largest revenue source, and its total 
gate is more than any other sport, so the turnstile metric is closely watched. 
Commissioner Bud Selig predicted an attendance rebound this season, 
and ticket sales thus far strongly suggest he’ll be proved correct, with most 
teams trending at least flat to slightly above last year’s sales paces. On top 
of healthier national economic indicators, teams continue to aggressively 
pursue discount offers, dynamic and variable pricing structures, new sales 
analytics, retooled giveaways and theme nights to boost ticket sales. 


HITTING THE TARGET IN MINNESOTA 


Outdoor baseball is back in Minnesota after a 28-year absence with the open- 

ing of Target Field in downtown Minneapolis. The intimate, 39,504-seat 
ballpark has drawn rave reviews for its artful blending into the downtown 
urban landscape while still offering plenty of nods to the club’s history and 
baseball’s pastoral roots. Concern, however, remains as to how many games 
will either be postponed or just miserable for fans and players alike due to 
cold and inclement weather in the early spring and fall. But such worries may 
also be overblown — other Northern and cold-weather cities such as Detroit, 

Chicago, Cleveland, Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Denver have battled 

their own weather issues in outdoor ballparks and survived. 
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remain that will help define the year and influence the health of the sport. 


TAMPA WORRIES 


The Tampa Bay Rays were not able ~ F 
last year to repeat their unexpected and | 
unprecedented success of 2008. But the 
culture of the organization has been 
radically transformed into one that now 
expects success, and its front office and Í Hz 
roster talent can back up those expecta- pena 
tions. That seismic shift, however, has 

not translated into a meaningful bump in ticket sales or solid progress on a new 
facility to replace Tropicana Field. Everyone involved in the process — MLB, the 
club itself, and a community coalition that has studied the issue in depth — agrees 
that the Rays cannot stay viable in their present location. But any solid site or 
financing plan for a new ballpark remains elusive. 


ALL-STARS COMING AT YOU IN 3-D 


Baseball, up until earlier this year, had been noticeably quiet on the quickly develop- 
ing 3-D front, but Fox, DirecTV and MLB are developing a 3-D production for July’s 
All-Star Game in Anaheim, Calif., and ESPN similarly plans its own 3-D production 
of the Home Run Derby. Hopes are high that 3-D can heighten the immersiveness of 
televised baseball, in part by showing more fully the break and speed of pitches. But 
similar to golf, baseball faces the challenge of each facility having different dimen- 
sions, making it more difficult to standardize any technical and operating procedures 
for producing baseball in 3-D. A heightened 3-D strategy, however, is likely for the 
playoffs in the fall, and the All-Star Game 3-D plans will add to a sharply expanded 
community and charitable focus for the midseason event.

MLBAM ON THE iPAD 


Apple’s highly touted iPad will be released Sat- 
urday, and MLB Advanced Media will play a big 
part in the device’s launch period, just as base- 
ball’s digital arm helped define the full potential 
of the iPhone and became a leader in paid video 
content subscriptions. MLBAM’s content on the 
new tablet device, featuring a 9.7-inch touch 
screen, will include an array of live video and 
audio content, statistics, news and fantasy data. 
The flagship MLB.TV out-of-game subscription 
has been retooled to allow for full portability 
between any wired or wireless device, including 
the iPad. MLBAM holds a tight relationship 
with Apple, and other sports properties and 
media entities will be closely watching as they sans 


develop their own iPad strategies. MLBAM has a variety of content 
planned for the new iPad. 


DO YOU KNOW THE WAY TO SAN JOSE? 


A long-desired plan to build a new ballpark for the Oakland A's in Fremont, 
Calif., fizzled in the face of several issues, chief among them community 
opposition. A's owner Lew Wolff is now seeking to shift the club farther 
south to San Jose, a move that would align his dreams for a high-tech 
ballpark with a key hub of Silicon Valley. But the San Francisco Gi- 
ants retain territorial rights over San Jose, and have no intention 
to forfeit them. A task force appointed by MLB Commissioner Bud 
Selig is now studying the A’s stadium issue. It’s widely expected that 
Selig will need to broker a settlement between the A’s and Giants 
that would resemble the early 2005 agreement between the league 
and Baltimore to help settle the Expos’ relocation to Washington 
and creation of the Mid-Atlantic Sports Network.

| RANGERS FINANCIAL DRAMA 


The Texas Rangers are bogged down by an ownership and debt battle that 
has overshadowed the on-field progress the club has made over the past year. 
Owner Tom Hicks in January struck a deal to sell the club to a group led by 
Chuck Greenberg. But Hicks, who defaulted on $525 million in debt connected to 
his sports holdings, has been unable to come to terms with his creditors on the 
Rangers sale, and a projected Thursday closing stands in considerable doubt. If 
and when a deal gets done, plenty of issues remain. Rangers Ballpark needs key 
upgrades and renovations, vice presidents Andy Silverman and Dale Petroskey 
recently left the organization and will need to be replaced, and manager Ron 
Washington, who stunned the club with his admission of cocaine use, is in the 
final year of his contract. 


WEINER ARRIVES 


Mike Weiner’s impact and management style were 

felt almost immediately in the offseason as he took over 

as executive director of the MLB Players Association. 
Within weeks of his official arrival, the union struck a 
deal with the Florida Marlins and MLB to have the club 
boost its payroll while the new Miami ballpark is built. 
The deal was deeply significant on several fronts, in part 
addressing long-held complaints in several corners 

of the game that revenue-sharing recipients were 

not sufficiently boosting their payrolls, while also 
arriving with no public acrimony. The pact showed 

that, like predecessors Donald Fehr and Marvin 

Miller, Weiner will be an indefatigable advocate 

for the players, even if his personal style might 


appear more mellow.

How to infuse hope in the Big Dance 


ma M do we 
create an 
expanded national 
NCAA basketball 
tournament with 
flair without ei- 
ther diluting the 
regular season 
into oblivion or 
reducing the first 
round of the tournament to an 
embarrassing slaughter fest of “24- 
seeds” against the goliaths of Divi- 
sion I basketball? Simple: start the 
Big Dance with a Cinderella Dance. 

Whether to expand the NCAA 
basketball tournament from its 65- 
team format is a question that gains 
momentum each year. But with the 
likes of North Carolina, UCLA and 
Connecticut out of the tournament 
altogether in 2010, it begs for a solu- 
tion more than ever. 

The answer is at once simple, easy, 
anda TV bonanza. And it is hiding 
in plain sight: the NIT. Reserve up 
to four NCAA slots for the final four 
of the NIT and suddenly there are 
more Cinderellas, more up-and-com- 
ers, and more teams with momen- 
tum, not to mention more ratings, 
money and fan interest. 

Sports as entertainment are all 
about selling hope. With the NIT 
suddenly infused with relevance, 
it will mean much more than just 
a shot at the penultimate NIT tin 
medal. Keep 32 teams in the NIT, but 
now give them all a second chance 
of making the NCAA tournament. 
It only takes three layers of games 
to whittle a 32-team field down to the 
final four. It could all be done in as 
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little as six days or, if necessary, a 
day or two more. 

This way there will be no artifi- 
cial weak sisters playing Kansas or 
Duke, yet 92 or 93 teams will have 
hope. Forget the NIT championship 
game; who cares? Not even the win- 
ners care. Take the battle-tested last 
four teams standing, and give them 
a really meaningful prize: four slots 
in the NCAA. It would be both inter- 
esting and convenient to give all four 
teams the 16th seed. The top NCAA 
seeds would all play against proven 
teams with momentum, setting the 
stage for much more relevant, if not 
exciting games. But if “protecting” 
the No. 1 seeds is an overriding con- 
cern, reserve the 12th or 14th slots 
instead, a little harder logistically, 
but possibly more appropriate. 

Either way, a true Cinderella 
might stay hot and have a genuine 
chance in the NCAA tournament. 
Moreover, some down-on-their luck 
powerhouses would suddenly have 
one final shot at relevance: enter 
UCLA and North Carolina, for ex- 
ample. Wouldn’t the networks and 
the NCAA like to claw back those 
big-school viewers — and their wal- 
lets — for a few games? 

But what about the incumbent 
problems and logistics, like fatigue? 
Could four NIT teams play three 
games in six days? It only takes 
five days to do three games with 
two days’ rest between each, so six 
days would provide a little breath- 
ing room. The NIT likes to play its 
games locally to generate interest, 
causing more travel for each lower 
seed but less travel for the higher 


seeds. If necessary, though, the NIT 
could rethink its approach by just 
having four regional venues, with 
enhanced national television inter- 
est adding the sizzle. Consider also: 
Winning the current NIT already re- 
quires five games, and winning the 
NCAA requires six games. Even if 
the NIT qualifiers play two or three 
more contests, few schools, if any, 
would be fatigued any more than 
several schools are now. 

Call it the NIT Play-In Tourna- 
ment. With the NIT now controlled 
by the NCAA anyway, the stage 
is duly set to enhance the NCAA 
reach, anoint great meaning and 
relevance to the NIT, and simultane- 
ously expand the greatest sports 
commodity that money and ingenu- 
ity can buy: hope. 

There is a growing likelihood that 
the NCAA will expand as soon as 
2011. Unless it wants to conduct a 
diminished NIT for teams with los- 
ing records, the NIT may disappear 
altogether as a new stalk of NCAA 
games takes shape. The conclusion 
remains: A play-in tournament is 
a better approach than traditional 
bottom-up expansion with up to 
32 more meaningless games. Sud- 
denly there will be more hope, more 
fairness, and dozens of additional 
games worth watching — all good 
for television, fans, ratings and 
March revenue. And that adds up to 
March Magic. a

Hoops 101: Curriculum 
for new NCAA tourney 


ere is a simple suggestion for a new-look 
NCAA basketball tournament, adding more 
fun —- and funds — to March Madness. 

1. Invite 101 teams. 

2. Give the top 27 teams a first- 
round bye. 

3. Schedule 37 games for Wild- 
card Wednesday. 

4. The 87 Wildcard Wednesday winners join the 
27 bye teams (64 in all) and play next on Weekend 
One of the tournament. 

5. Weekend Two would be the Sweet Sixteen 
weekend, and Weekend Three is when The Final 
Four would take place. 

Inviting 101 teams eliminates the possibility 
that a team or two on the bubble will not get a 
chance to go to the Big Dance. Plus, ahem, there 
is some serious money to be made on Wildcard 
Wednesday for a lot of schools. 

I would also suggest that the 37 losing teams 
from Wildcard Wednesday be invited to play in 
the NIT: The NIT committee could invite 11 other 
teams that were not part of the field of 101 teams, 
which would give the NIT a total of 48 teams. 

If I were a senior on one of those 37 Wildcard 
Wednesday losing teams, I would vote yes to play 
in the NIT, so I could get one last chance to play 

in a meaningful game for my school. It would be 
an honor, and it would be fun. (And, who knows? I 
might end up sinking my last collegiate jump shot 
at Madison Square Garden. Not a bad memory to 
have, I’d say.) a

En March, I 
author a widely 
quoted study on the 
graduation rates of 
the men and women 
playing on the teams 
that make it to the 
NCAA Division I bas- 
ketball tournaments. 
The study examines 
the academic performance of male 

and female basketball student athletes 
and of African-American and white 
basketball student athletes. When I 
first started doing this, the news for the 
men’s teams was almost always bad; the 
women have always done well. 

One of the legacies of the late Myles 
Brand’s presidency at the NCAA will be 
the great improvement of the gradua- 
tion rates for men. However, one of his 
frustrations was that no matter how 
much that improved, the gap between 
the graduation rates for African-Ameri- 
can and white basketball student ath- 
letes remained enormous. This year 
was no exception. 

There is a lot of good news, especially 
for the women’s teams: 

E 19 women’s tournament teams had 
a 100 percent graduation rate for their 
teams. 

E 58 women’s teams (94 percent of 
the tournament schools for which data 
was available) and 44 men’s teams (69 
percent) graduated at least 50 percent of 
their basketball student athletes. 

E 57 of the women’s teams (92 per- 
cent) and 37 of the men’s teams (58 per- 
cent) graduated at least 60 percent. 

E 51 of the women’s teams (82 per- 
cent) and 29 of the men’s teams (45 per- 
cent) graduated at least 70 percent. 

E 84 percent of white and 56 percent 
of African-American male basketball 
student athletes graduated, up 6 percent 
and 2 percent, respectively, from last 
year’s survey. 

E 90 percent of white and 78 percent 
of African-American female basketball 
student athletes graduated, up 1 percent 
and 3 percent, respectively. 

@ Basketball players graduated at a 
higher rate than non-athletes, no matter 
what the race or gender. 

Graduation rates are good indicators 
but are not perfect because they reflect 
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Kentucky's academic progress rate of 979 puts it in the top 10 of teams in the NCAA tournament. 


players who have left school. When you 
add in a look at the academic progress 
rate, you can get a balanced picture 
because APR looks at current players. It 
sheds light on a Kentucky team that, ac- 
cording to the graduation success rate, 
graduated only 31 percent of its imme- 
diate past players. However, its 979 APR 
was among the top 10 in the tournament 
and placed UK ahead of the Ivy League 
champion, Cornell. 

Under the APR reforms that Brand 
instituted at the NCAA, penalties are 
now allowed in the form of a loss of 
scholarships for schools that do not 
graduate their student athletes. I have 
no doubt that many coaches responded 
by devoting more resources to academic 
support units on campuses and recruit- 
ing athletes who had a real chance to 
graduate. 

But then there is the bad news. 

Three of the women’s teams and 12 
of the men’s teams graduated less than 
40 percent. In addition, the graduation- 
rate gaps between African-American 
and white basketball players on the 
men’s and women’s teams were a stag- 
gering 28 percent and 12 percent, re- 
spectively. The gap on the men’s teams 
increased by 4 percent from last year. 

Furthermore, 14 women’s tourna- 
ment teams and 37 men’s teams have a 
20 percentage point or greater gap be- 


tween the graduation rates of white and 
African-American basketball student 
athletes. Of those, eight women’s teams 
and 28 men’s teams have a 30 percentage 
point or greater gap. 

That is unacceptable and, in part, led 
to a joint conference recently between 
the media, myself, Education Secretary 
Arne Duncan and NAACP President 
Ben Jealous. I subsequently spoke to the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, who has been con- 
cerned with this issue for more than a 
decade and says “March Madness leads 
to May sadness.” 

Duncan proposed that teams should 
be banned from the tournament if 
they graduate less than 40 percent of 
their players. In spite of the fact that 40 
percent is a low bar, many argued that 
this was not fair because it penalized 
schools because of their past. I think we 
need to use the APR for such sanctions, 
perhaps with two years to settle in be- 
fore being banned. The APR score that 
is the equivalent of a 45 percent gradua- 
tion rate is 900. Since the APR cut score 
is 925, using the 900 APR score would be 
fair and is another low bar. In this men’s 
tournament, three teams were below 
900: UC-Santa Barbara, Morgan State 
and New Mexico State. 

As the former school superintendent 
in Chicago, Duncan knows that one 
root of the problem is that schools are 
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arch Madness 


recruiting many of our African-Ameri- 
can basketball players from inner-city 
areas. Too many urban schools are 
underfunded, have less technology and, 
often, less-effective teachers such that 
they cannot level the academic playing 
field. This makes it far more difficult 
for student athletes and students from 
urban schools in general to be success- 
ful. 

Duncan is directly addressing this 
as education secretary, and we are for- 
tunate to have him. He knows it can be 
done. It was recently reported that at 
Urban Prep Academy for Young Men, 
Chicago’s only public all-male, all-Af- 
rican-American high school, all 107 
seniors earned spots at 72 colleges and 
universities across the nation. It opened 
in 2006, when Duncan was school super- 
intendent. 

In the meantime, admissions officers 
need to admit only students who can 
succeed academically. 

But to get to the heart of this we need 
March Madness fans and sponsors to 
step up and say, Yes we want the excite- 
ment that the tournament brings, but 
we also want an equal playing field for 
all those student athletes competing on 
the courts to also prevail in our class- 
rooms. a

The licensing program will include caps, 
apparel, novelties and possibly children’s 
footwear. While some limited product com- 
bining Mickey Mouse and other classic 
Disney cartoon characters with MLB logos 
could be at retail as soon as next month, the 
program will officially launch at retail in 
and around the July 13 All-Star Game being 
held in Disney’s hometown of Anaheim. 

Another part of the agreement will see 
Mickey Mouse/MLBstatues placed through- 
out Anaheim during All-Star Week, simi- 
lar to the Gateway Arch models scattered 
around St. Louis last July and the Statue of 
Liberty/MLB-logoed replicas around New 
York City during the 2008 All-Star Game. 
About 67,000 10-inch-tall replicas of those 
MLB Statues of Liberty were sold. Given 
the power of Mickey Mouse and other ven- 
erable Disney cartoon characters at retail, 
MLB hopes that 100,000 of those replica stat- 
ues will be purchased this year. 

Because of Disney’s enormous power 
at retail globally, MLB has been seeking 
an alliance for about a decade. “Kids are 
always a major focus as baseball, or any 
sports property, looks to bring more fans 
under its umbrella and into its park,“ said 
one senior licensing executive with knowl- 
edge of the deal. “That’s why this works so 
well for them.” 

Sources pointed to Stephen Teglas, vice

Disney’s $30 billion in annual global con- 
sumer products sales is nine to 10 times that 
of MLB's.

and Toronto. 

Terms of the agreement between 
CAA and SUM were not available. Both 
organizations declined to comment. 

Manchester United last toured the 
US. in 2004 as part of the Champions 
World Series, which also featured 
Celtic, Liverpool, AC Milan and oth- 
ers. The club brought mostly reserve 
and youth players for exhibition games 
that year in Chicago, New York and 
Philadelphia. Average attendance over 
the three games was 62,684. 

If the club returns this summer, it’s 
unlikely that it will bring its first team 
and star players like English forward 
Wayne Rooney and Brazilian midfielder 
Anderson because many of those play- 
ers will have World Cup commitments. 
Even without its biggest stars, though, 
the Glazer-owned soccer club has the 
power to draw spectators. 

“Manchester United is one of the big- 
gest, if not the biggest, brands on the 
planet,” said John Guppy, founder of 
Gilt Edge Soccer Marketing. “It’s a chal- 
lenging year with player availability 
after the World Cup and it remains to 
be seen what squad they will bring over, 
but it’s still exciting that they want to 
come back to the U.S. market.” 

The partnership CAA and SUM estab- 
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lished in an effort to bring Manchester 
United to the U.S. marks the first time 
the two organizations have worked to- 
gether since competing against each 
other last summer. 

In 2009, CAA organized a six-game 
exhibition tour featuring AC Milan, 
Inter Milan, Chelsea FC and Club 
America. The CAA tour, which was 
known as the World Football Chal- 
lenge, posed a threat to SUM’s position 
as the exclusive event marketer and 
organizer for U.S. soccer tours. It also 
threatened to detract from SUM’s 2009 
soccer events, the Gold Cup and an FC 
Barcelona tour. 

Ultimately, both groups were able to 
pull off their respective events without 
damaging each other, leading soccer 
stakeholders to name last year “The 
Summer of Soccer.” CAA’s World Foot- 
ball Challenge averaged 56,136 specta- 
tors over six games and 152,000 His- 
panic households on ESPN Deportes 
for six matches.

Conversely, the cross-licensed mer- 
chandise will also be sold in Disney parks, 
through the hundreds of Disney-branded 
mall-based stores and possibly in Disney’s 
department store distribution channels, an 
area where MLB licenses are weak. 

“The game being in Anaheim means 
there will be a good market for event-based 
merchandise, and beyond that, nothing’s 
more apple pie and America than baseball 
and Disney,” said Gene Goldberg, former 
NFLconsumer products vice president and 
now an independent consultant. Goldberg 
recalled the NFL doing some limited-event 
merchandise with Disney, but never a full- 
blown program. “One of the problems [Dis- 


ney] had with the NFL was that we were 
doing cross-licenses with quite a few char- 
acters, so as long as they keep it special, it 
should work.” 

Cross-licensing is not new, but Disney is 
as protective of its marks as any big mer- 
chandiser, so any deal is significant. Cross- 
licensing for large sports properties was a 
byproduct of the 1990s licensing boom. MLB 
cross-licensed with Snoopy and Peanuts, 
Looney Tunes and Betty Boop. The NHL 
had a kids line with the Muppets, while 
the NFL combined its intellectual property 
with classic cartoons such as The Flint- 
stones, Looney Tunes, Garfield and The 
Pink Panther. 

“Both companies have to back down a 
little on their normal percentages to make 
these deals work, but it’s also important 
for them to use what is essentially a new 
brand [combined] on new products to fur- 
ther extend the cachet,” said independent 
licensing consultant David Schreff, who 
marshaled similar deals while serving as 
president of the NBA's media and marketing 
group and president and COO of Marvel 
Entertainment, now owned by Disney. “If 
the license extends that far, there should 
also bea real opportunity in baseball-Disney 
premiums.” 

The licensing relationship with Disney 
is the latest evolution of what appears to be 
swelling business ties with MLB. Disney’s 
ESPN unit is alongtime MLB rights holder, 
and last year, the two parties staged an All- 
Star Game promotion around Disney’s “G- 
Force” movie. 

The MLB-Disney licensing alliance fol- 
lows a small run of cross-licensed NBA- 
Disney licensed T-shirts sold during last 
year’s Orlando Magic-Los Angeles Lakers 
Finals.

The biggest issue in the MLS labor 
negotiations was the players’ fight for 
free agency. Ultimately, players worked 
for limited freedom of movement and 
opted to fight for full free agency an- 
other day. 

Taylor Twellman, the player repre- 
sentative for the New England Revolu- 
tion, said that players knew in order 
to achieve free agency, they would 
have to strike. Though the players 
overwhelmingly voted to authorize a 
strike, he said they didn’t really want 
to strike because of the league’s eco- 
nomic condition and the general state 
of the economy. 

“I wouldn’t say one side caved in,” 
Twellman said. “It was really an open 
discussion about what is best for soccer 
and how can we avoid a strike.” 

Five years from now, Twellman said, 
MLS players may seek free agency 





again “if the league is cranking and 
the stadiums are filled.” 


FUTURE OF THE UNION 
The future of the union’s leadership 


‘isnot entirely clear given the fact that 


players failed to achieve the right they 
coveted most: free agency. However, a 
few player-side sources who did speak 
Executive Director Bob Foose, general 
counsel Jon Newman, and Eddie Pope, 
director of player relations, praising 
the work the trio did during the last 
two years to unify players.

confirmed the talks late last week, saying 
the two sides were “finalizing a deal for 
significantly expanded U.S. digital and 
international rights.” 

The pending deal developed as the league 
opened ESPN’s $1.1 billion annual contract 
to insert language that outlined payment 
terms in the event of alockout. The contract 
already called for ESPN to make such pay- 
ments, but the NFL wanted its language to 
mirror previously agreed to contracts with 
CBS, Fox and NBC. 

The digital deal will give the Bristol, 
Conn.-based network the right to stream 
“MNE” games via broadband, sources said. 
ESPN executives aren’t certain whether 
they would exercise those rights, even on 
its broadband site ESPN360. ESPN makes 
more than $4 per subscriber per month from 
cable and satellite operators, and ESPN is 
reluctant to put its highest-rated content 
on broadband and risk devaluing its linear 
TV deals with MSOs. 

For the past two seasons NBC Sports 
and the NFL have streamed the “Sunday 
Night Football” game on NBCSports.com 
and NFL.com. The online feed has had lim- 
ited success, while offering a different view- 
ing experience featuring multiple camera 
angles and interactivity. 

ESPN willalso stake a big claim to the mo- 
bile area, though several questions remain 
about the offer. It’s unclear whether the NFL 
would allow ESPN to stream its NFL content 
via a wireless carrier other than Verizon 
Wireless, which signed an extensive mobile 
content deal just two weeks ago that did not 
include rights to “MNE” 

“Tt might not be fully cooked,” said Dallas 
Cowboys owner and NFL broadcast com- 
mittee member Jerry Jones in response 
to a question about whether ESPN would 
be allowed to stream “MNF” to Verizon or 
other carriers. “I am not really sure that I 
want to answer that right now.” 

Even with ESPNas the intermediary, it’s

hard to believe the “MNF” rights won’t end 
up on a Verizon platform. “They are our 
rights to sell,” said NFL spokesman Brian 
McCarthy. 

The cash bonanza the NFL recently real- 
ized by selling rights to Verizon in a $720 
million deal shows there’s increasing value 
in mobile content. 

“After a deal of this magnitude gets done, 
every rights holder is looking closely to see 
if they can drive more revenue from their 
content,” said Chris Russo, chief executive 
of Fantasy Sports Ventures and the former 
top media executive at the NFL. 

The proposed deal also gives ESPN much 
broader highlight rights, both online and 
mobile. ESPN’s original deal gave the media 
company limited highlight rights, as the 
NFL has sought to make NFL.com the major 
online destination for such clips. 

The new deal would allow ESPN to use 
highlights on its ESPN.com home page, its 
local Web sites and to stream them to mobile 
devices. It also will be able to stream games, 
though that part is still is taking shape. 

One of the biggest parts of the deal is 
internationally, where ESPN will gain the 
rights to televise its “MNF” game and “Mon- 
day Night Countdown” pregame show in 
the United Kingdom via its newly launched 
British cable channel, ESPN UK. 

“MNF” has not been telecast in Britain 
for the past several years. This deal, how- 
ever, marks the first time in more than a

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It Up,” “Let’s Hear It!” and “12th Man,” or 
from creating visual noise meters. Teams 
are no longer so constrained but must cease 
these messages 15 seconds before the ball 
is snapped. 

“We probably would have wanted to 
be more aggressive, but it is a step,” said 
Stephen Jones, the Dallas Cowboys’ chief 
operating officer.

High-decibel crowds 
make it difficult for a visiting team’s offense 
to hear the calls at the line of scrimmage. 
But Mark Waller, the NFL's chief marketing 
officer, said coach-to-quarterback electronic 
communications, in place since 1994, have 
largely negated that issue.

kind of stopped the crowd getting as ener- 
getically engaged as we want them to be,” 
Waller said. 

The new rules do include some prohibi- 
tions, including videos showing opposing 
team huddles, opponent conferences in the 
bench area, or the opposing quarterback at 
the line of scrimmage. Previously, teams 
could show this footage. Also, public ad- 
dress announcements must now stop when 


the opposing team breaks its huddle, or if 
it’s ano-huddle offense, when the team ap- 
proaches the line of scrimmage. 

Goodell identified improving the in-sta- 
dium experience as one of three league pri- 
orities last week during the league’s annual 
meeting, the other two being player safety 
and the ongoing labor talks. With advanced 
in-home entertainment systems keeping 
more fans in the comfort of their homes, the 


NFL is creating incentives for consumers 
to come to stadiums. 

In 2007, the league instituted a fan code of 
conduct, which led to teams implementing 
in-stadium text-messaging systems allow- 
ing spectators to alert stadium authorities 
about misbehavior. Research the league 
conducted demonstrates that over the last 
few years there has been a low double-digit 
percentage increase in fan comfort in this 
regard, Waller said. 

This year, the league will encourage teams 
to offer more stats, replays and highlights 
of other games in the stadium, Waller said. 
An effort being led by the Miami Dolphins 
involves promoting handheld mobile de- 
vices that let fans watch highlights and 
other games. 

But the most immediate change is the 
lifting of the ban on video-board messages 
promoting noise. 

“Tam sure it will create a little more in- 
stadium excitement,” said Atlanta Falcons 
owner Arthur Blank. 

The change did not require an owners 
vote because it did not change in the rules 
of the game. It puts the NFL more in line 
with how the other three top sports leagues 
— MLB, NHL and the NBA — allow video 
boards to be used for fan prompts.

For all the hype about the NFL labor situ- 
ation and the buildup to last week’s annual 
owners meeting with the demise of the sal- 
ary cap earlier this month, the subject was 
hardly a major theme through the three 
days of discussions.

Commissioner Roger Goodell described 
the process as being only in the first quar- 
ter, and the league even canceled a media 
briefing from chief labor negotiator Jeff 
Pash. 

“Iwouldn’t confuse a lack of urgency with 
being cavalier and not caring,” Pash said 
after the meetings concluded on Wednesday. 
“But people understand the issues and they 
know there is a lot of time ... so no one is 
panicking.” 

Pash said negotiations with the NFL Play- 
ers Association would continue in April. 
He did not specify where or when any such 
meetings would occur. 

The owners spent far more time tweaking 
the game’s playoff overtime rules than they 
did on labor. While some outlets reported 
that the union took issue with the OT move, 
a union spokesman, Carl Francis, said the 
union had no position on the matter. 

The NFLPA did send to select reporters 
during the meeting a list of 10 questions to 
ask the commissioner during his press con- 
ferences, though the labor-related questions 
during these exchanges were largely about 
process rather than substance. This reporter 
did ask Goodell a variation on one of the 10, 
though: whether players should get a share 
of the proceeds from franchise sales. 

“They have raised that issue before, and 
we have discussed it for several decades,

So would awarding the game to Miami 
undercut the NFL’s argument about the 
stadium and take the pressure off the com- 
munity to fund renovations? “It potentially 
could take away some of the leverage,” Dee 
said. But, he added, the renovations are not 
only about the 2014 game, but also about 
ensuring that the stadium gets 10 out of 
the next 44 Super Bowls, as it did with the 
first 44. 


NFL looks at creating home teams for foreign games 


CMO: Sending same clubs 
would boost fan passion

The NFL is. considering designating one 
or two teams that would regularly travel 
overseas for in-season games in an effort 
to create a hometown rooting interest in 
the foreign markets. 

The plan is long-term and would not 
be implemented until a new labor deal 
is in place at the earliest, but the league 
appears ready tomove beyond just staging 
a single regular-season game in London 
every year and expanding that toas many 
as four international contests. The league 
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also has hosted regular-season games in 
Mexico and Canada in recent years. 
“[What] we learned in the U.K. and Mex- 
icoand Canada is ultimately you get fans, 
and to develop that into avid fans ... they 
have to have a team to root for, a team to 
love, and the way you do that is to have 
enough games so one team can come back 
ona regular basis,” said Mark Waller, the 
NFL's chief marketing officer, who over- 
sees the league’s international businesses. 
“Tf you only have one game and different 
teams every year, it’s not enough. 
“Imagine, if you had four games in the 
UK.,andtwoof those games were different 
each year,” Waller said, “and two featured. 
the same teams on a repeat basis.” 
Waller presented that outline to owners 
last week at their annual meeting. The com- 


ments reflect statements he made last fall 
about the league’s international opportuni- 
ties, in advance of the 2009 London game 
between New England and Tampa Bay. 

Currently, the London games are gov- 
erned by a five-year resolution the league 
agreed to in 2007 to stage up to two games 
ayear in the city. There has been a single 
game each of the first three years. 

The Buffalo Bills, independent of that 
resolution, have played one home game in 
Toronto each of the last two seasons. 

To expand the overseas calendar so ag- 
gressively would almost certainly mean 
an addition of one or two extra games an- 
nually to the current 16-game schedule. 
Many teams are loath to give up home 
games on a regular basis, though some 
teams, including the Jacksonville Jaguars 


and Tampa Bay, are struggling to sell out 
games. The Bucs recently warned that 
the team could suffer its first blackouts 
since opening Raymond James Stadium 
in 1998. 

Waller may be in front of the thinking 
of NFL owners, at least in some cases. Rita 
Benson LeBlanc, co-owner of the New Or- 
leans Saints and a member of the owners’ 
international committee, said she would 
like to see the current setup continue be- 
fore altering the model. 

Waller’s counter to that appears to be 
that if the league wants to grow, itcan only 
do so much in the United States, where 
it already holds standing as the nation’s 
most popular sport. 

“There is clearly massive upside inter- 
nationally,” he said.

AMA/ Wrangler Super Series: Round 9 


Bell tall enough jor Dallas 
asphalt-o-cross |

DALLAS, TX, APR. 16 


“I feel real good,” was Dallas Miller High 
Life Supercross winner Mike Bell’s com- 
ment after winning the 20-lap final. “I didn’t 
even get out of bed until Wednesday...maybe 


a little rest helped me out. The 
track was just like Ascot, which 
is where I grew up, so I havea 
lotof hours on this kind of dirt.” 
Two riders who were not thankful 
for his experience were second-placer 
Bob Hannah, who could not catch 
Bell, and Bell’s teammate Ron 
Lechien. The young rider grabbed 
the holeshot and held off the best 
advances of Bell and Hannah for 
good portions of the race. 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward moved from 
mid-pack to fourth ahead of Honda 
semi-privateer Brian Myerscough. 
The extremely .hard-packed, slip- 
pery clay was a problem for the Hon- 
das but seemed to suit the power- 
valve Yamahas quite well. All of the 
Yamaha teamsters, en masse, were 
turning laps faster than the fastest 
lapping Honda piloted by Honda's 


Johnny O’Mara. Where the course 
wasn’t too slippery to roost away, it 
was hard as concrete, so at least there 
were no worries about the track 
changing between riders’ races. Sur- 
prisingly, there were shaking heads, 
but most riders didn’t have much to 
say, and some liked the layout. 

By winning this latest round of the 
Wrangler Super Series, Bell moves 
himself up, but Hannah, by virture 
of his second place, has extended his 
overall series lead since he leads the 
Supercross standings as well as hav- 
ing a perfect score in the outdoor 
250cc Nationals. Whether the new 
format is a success is still under 
debate, but 40,476 fans paid to see this 
example of the breed and saw good 
racing. 


Heats 
The starting gate was still a mys- 


tery in the first heat as it was much 
closer to the first turn on the inside, 
but only had a berm on the outside. 
Team Yamaha’s Broc Glover gambled 
on the inside and emerged from the 
turn with the holeshot. Bell and 
Hannah trailed on lap one, and Han- 
nah moved by Bell on that lap, but 
Bell repassed and Hannah was rele- 
gated to third for the remainder of the 
race. 

Behind the leading trio, Clint 
Hardick, Honda Support rider Steve 
Martin, Yamaha Support rider Tim 
Locey and Hi-Point Honda rider 
Eric McKenna circulated. Honda pilot 
David McClain moved up to punctu- 
ate Locey and McKenna, but other- 
wise the transfer positions remained 
the same. 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward led the second 
heat from start to finish with Honda 
Support rider Tom Carson, Ceet/ 
Yamaha-supported Warren Reid, 
Scott Burnworth from Suzuki and 
Team Tamm’s Mike Shoemaker fol- 
lowing in the early laps. In the end 
Ward had the win, but Carson had 
dropped behind Shoemaker, with 
Yamaha Support rider Denny Bent- 
ley, KTM’s Dave Hollis and Honda- 
mounted Gary Dircks taking the 
transfers. 

Brian Myerscough got, his semi- 


supported Honda off the line well, 
took advantage of a first turn mess 
and grabbed the lead in the third heat 
over Rick Johnson's factory Yamaha, 
Honda-supported John Reinholt and 
Suzuki’s Mark Barnett and Rick 
Ryan. Reinholt went over the bars in 
a big way and was left under his bike, 
and Johnson got Myerscough on one 
of four giant jumps near the stands. 

Barnett blasted into the lead on lap 
three and Johnson went to war. Both 
were double-jumping twice in a row 
on the back straight, the only riders 
to do so regularly. Yamaha’s Lechien 
and Honda’s Goat Breker hooked up 
in fifth and sixth and swooped past 
Ryan in one blast. 

On the last lap, Johnson double- 
jumped some whoops and landed in 
front of Barnett and both went down. 
They both got their engines fired as 
Myerscough raced up, but Johnson 
grabbed the lead with Myerscough 
and Barnett following. Barnett drove 
past “Flyin’ Brian” and reeled in 
Johnson, but could not pass. Lechien 
was fourth over Breker, Ryan, Hon- 
da’s Kenny Keylon and Phil Larson 
for the transfer spots. 

Honda’s Johnny O’ Mara ran away 
with the fourth heat. He was close to 
the others in the early going, but was 
safe at the end. Even though his heat 











appeared to be quick, his lap times 
were reported to be in the 2.01 range, 
compared to the 1.58/59s of the fast- 
est Yamahas. Kawasaki Support rider 
Darren Rhoten was running well in 
the early going, but Suzuki's Alan 
King tried a pass over the finish line 
jump. Both went down ina heap and 
were out for the night. 

Yamaha Support rider Donnie 
Cantaloupi made his post-Houston- 
injury debut in the second transfer 
spot over Kawasaki’s Billy Liles. 
Honda Support rider Jeff Hicks, 
Yamaha-supported Clay Hoenshell, 
Yamaha-mounted Roger Brown, 
KTM rider Kevin Davis and Mark 
Garrison on a Northgate Honda took 
the remaining transfer positions. 

Kawasaki's Kent Howerton was 
not pleased with the track, but des- 
pite the caution the track put into his 
riding, he led the first quarter-final 
from start to finish. Early second 
place runner Rodney Smith fell and 
Doug Jackson topped David Weak in 
the battle they waged for the final 
spot. 

King came from last to win the 
second quarter-final, but a fall by 
Team Tamm’s Dean Cates and an 
off-track excursion by Karl Jordan 
gave the last shot at the main to John 
Lambert on a Yamaha. 


Semis 

Bell and Ward scrambled for the 
lead in the first semi-final, and Ward 
secured the holeshot, but Glover led 
lap one. Bell, Ward, Hannah, Carson 
and Steve Martin filled in the next 
places. Bell got by Glover on the 
second lap and Glover went down in 
arepass effort and dropped to fourth. 


Hannah put on a drive that closed 
up the top three in the middle laps off 
the race. He got by Ward and started 
to charge after Bell. Bell stayed on the 
gas, despite his tender wrist that was

still smarting from a Saddleback fall, 
and held a margin over Hannah to 
the flag. Glover closed up on Ward in 
third, but Ward looked over his 
shoulder and gassed it up to the flag 
for third with Glover fourth. Scott 
Burnworth, Clint Hardick, Mike 
Shoemaker and Doug Jackson took 
the other direct transfers to the main 
from the first semi. 

Cantaloupi led the second semi, 
but in a foreshadowing of things to 
come, Lechien took the lead before 
the second lap expired and was never 
headed. Cantaloupi, O’Mara, Barnett 
(after passing Breker) and Breker 
duked it out for the other spots. Bar- 
nett puta pair of doubles together on 
the backstraight’s five jumps, and 
Barnett, Cantaloupi and O'Mara 
entered the following hairpin to- 
gether. Barnett emerged from the 
scuffle in second with O'Mara third 
and Cantaloupi fourth. 

O'Mara, who appeared to be the 
fastest of the Honda riders of the 
night, stayed on the gas and aggres- 
sive. Only the fastest riders were clear- 
ing the whoop section after the start 
smoothly. The ‘‘O’Show”’ was styl- 
ing there and looking good. O’Mara 
set up for a triple and double combo 
to clear them, but it sounded like he 
missed a gear. He did a nasty front 
wheel landing that destroyed the front 
wheel and possibly the disc brake 
rotor on his Honda. O’Mara was 
shaken and upset, but not hurt ac- 
cording to Honda Team Manager 
Dave Arnold. 

Breker and Brian Myerscough had 
been on the move as was Rick John- 
son, Breker moved to third and Myers- 
cough to fourth as Johnson moved 
from outside the top eight to fifth at 
the flag. 

King was another rider to do some 
serious moving. He nipped Canta- 
loupi on-the last lap for sixth; Canta- 





loupi was seventh and Liles the last 
direct transfer. 


Last Chance 

Carson let Jeff Hicks into the Last 
Chance Qualifier lead for less than a 
lap, then retook the lead and the win. 
Warren Reid provided the action in 
his sweep from eighth to the last 
available transfer position on the last 
lap. 

The field was set for the final and 
Doug Domokos took to the track. 
The hard-packed dirt and good fan 
support enabled him to make a com- 
plete lap of the track on the rear 
wheel for the first time since 1980. 


Final 

Hannah, Bell and Lechien had the 
inside of the gate where nearly all of 
the weekend’s* holeshots had come 
from. They all got a good jump, but 
Hannah did not make the turn until 
the far side of the track. His wide 
sweep let Lechien snake into the lead 
on the tight inside with Bell follow- 
ing closely. King was with the front- 
runners in third, but dropped to 11th 
place on the third lap. 

Hannah took over third with 
Myerscough, Breker, Ward, Liles, 
Burnworth, Barnett and Reid filling 
the top 10. Johnson and Glover, who 
had looked so impressive the rest of 
the night, were not among the front- 
runners and would not crack the top 
10 until the middle laps of the main. 

Bell overtook his younger team- 
mate on the fifth lap, saying later, “I 
needed that start! Ronnie (Lechien) 
had the inside and I followed him 
through, but I knew I couldn’t follow 
for long, because that gives the others 
a chance to catch up. I knew his 
nerves might be a little tight, since it 
was his first time leading a Super- 
cross. I had to get around him and 
hope he had enough to hold back 
Hannah and the others.” 








Ward passed Myerscough on the 
front straight jumps and seemed to 
reel in Hannah for awhile, while Bell 
pulled safely away. Lechien was still 
safe as well. Burnworth and Liles 
were staging the best mid-race, mid- 
top-10 race when Burnworth got by 
and Liles and he collided in a mid-air 
corner with the lad from Georgia 
going down, but losing only one 
place to Reid. 

Just past the mid-point of the race, 
the top five of Bell, Lechien, Han- 
nah, Ward and Myerscough got close 
with a gap to Barnett, but Barnett 
was running hard. On the next lap 
they encountered lappers and Han- 
nah gained a little on Ward. 

Two laps later Hannah took second 
from Lechien. Lechien explained the 
pass, “It was getting late in the race 
and I was trying to hold position, but 
Hannah was double-jumping the 
backstraight jumps. I had been ear- 
lier, but it started to get rough so I 
quit doing it. Hannah banzaied over 
them and got me.” 

In the late laps, Reid had moved 
up to seventh and was trying to catch 
Barnett, but a bobble put him in 
eighth behind Liles. Burnworth and 
Johnson rounded the top 10. Myers- 
cough was top privateer at an excel- 
lent fifth. (J

Checkered flag for 


Shobert, black flag for 
Graham at Sacramento

SACRAMENTO, CA, APR. 16 


With all eyes in the house riveted on an 
exciting 130-mile-per-hour battle between 
defending Grand National Champion Ricky 
Graham and former champ Jay Springsteen, 


privateer Bubba Shobert coolly 
closed the gap from his third- 
place position and powered by 
on the last lap to take the victory 
in an action-packed and controversy- 
filled Sacramento Mile National. 
The action came from 29 lead 
changes in the 25-lap Carmichael 
Honda-sponsored race, as Springsteen 
and Graham put ona textbook display 
of how to use the draft to slingshot 
past each other on the straights. The 
two Harley-Davidson riders shared 
the lead from the eighth lap to the 
wave of the white flag, with never 
more than a bikelength between them. 
The controversy came on that white 
flag lap, however, as Graham, run- 
ning in second, was given the black 
flag after referee Rick Hutchins deter- 
mined that Graham's engine was oil- 
ing excessively and posed a danger to 
other riders. The black flag dropped 
Graham from a top-four finish back 
to 12th position. He immediately 
filed a protest with Hutchins that 
was denied. Graham then filed an 
appeal with the AMA which could 
take more than a month to resolve. 
While Graham was filing his pro- 
tests, Shobert was whooping it up in 


the winner’s circle and explaining to 
reporters how he took the win. “I 
figured with Ricky and Jay racing so 
hard, they would slow each other 
down,” the Megacycle/Parker/Wise- 
co/Simpson/Maxi-Shoes/Hi-Point/ 
Diamond-sponsored Shobert said. “I 
knew that would be my only chance 
to catch up. I was worried that Jay 
might get away from Ricky, but he 
never did. 

“T could see that they were lighting 
up their tires in the turns and burn- 
ing off a lot more rubber than I was. I 
thought that if I could save my tires, 
I'd be able to hook up better in the 
last five laps. That's when I started 
catching them,” the Texas native 
added. 

Springsteen was a little disap- 
pointed with his second place finish, 
especially after having led so much of 
the race. “I didn’t know Shobert was 
catching up. I thought it was just me 
and Ricky going for it for the last part 
of the race. On the last lap I thought 
it was Ricky passing me and since 
he'd been black-flagged, I just let him 
go. They both have the same color 
leathers and by the time I realized it 


` was Shobert, it was too late. I couldn’t 


hook the draft back up coming off 


turn four and couldn’t catch him 
down the straight. It should have 
been my race,” Springsteen said. 

Springsteen's teammate Randy 
Goss tucked in behind Shobert dur- 
ing the latter part of the race and 
managed to get by Graham on the 
last lap to take a very close third. “‘I 
just hooked onto Bubba and kept 
pushing him into the corners a little 
bit. Pretty soon either our pace picked 
up or their pace slowed down and we 
started to catch up,” Goss said. Goss 
picked up enough points with his 
third place finish to move into a tie 
for the Camel Pro Series points lead 
with Shobert. 


Time Trials 

Springsteen and Graham served 
notice in practice and time trials that 
they would be in contention when 
the racing began in earnest. Graham 
was especially awesome, going very 
deep into the corners before shutting 
off and then pitching his Tex Peel- 
tuned Harley sideways with much 
more vigor than the other riders. 
When time trials were over, Graham 
had set fastest time with a new track 
record of 38.40 seconds. Springsteen 
took fourth fastest time, posting a 
38.52. Shobert announced his serious- 
ness with a time just 8/10ths of a 
second behind Graham for the second 
spot and Alex Jorgensen, riding his 
Chris Armstrong-tuned Harley for 
the first time, was third fastest. 

Also of note was Team Honda's 
Mike Kidd, who pounded his NS750 
to the 10th fastest time. The Honda 
seemed to be making as much or 
more power than the Harleys, and 
even with an injured wrist, Kidd was 
really attacking the corners. 





Heats iN 

Graham cleared away from’ the 
pack at the beginning of the first heat 
race, turning in fast, smooth laps to 
take the wire-to-wire win in record 
time and strengthen his position’ as 
the rider to beat. Relative-unknown 
Stephen Hall showed that his fifth- 
fastest time trials lap was no fluke’as 
he took second off the starting line 
and held it to the flag, a safe distance 
behind Graham. 

But if the first two positions were 
uneventful, then the battle for third 
place, the final transfer position, made 
up for it. Kidd and Harley-mounted 
Jim Filice were going at each other as 
if they had something to prove: Kidd, 
having missed all the previous Nation- 
als this year because of his still-on- 
the-mend wrist, was in desperate need 
of points and Filice wanted to rebound 
from his 14th-place finish in last 
week's Ascot TT. Lap after lap the 
two riders came by the start/finish line 
locked together, sometimes with Filicé 
a wheel ahead, sometimes with Kidd 
having a similar leading margin: 
Then on the last lap, Filice appeared 
to come into turn one with a little töö 
much speed and fell off the groove, 
allowing Kidd the third-place transfer 
spot. 

The second heat saw Shobert and 
Goss fight for the win in a preview of 
their main event tussle. Shobert had 
the lead as they came around to com- 
plete the first lap with Goss glued to 
his rear fender. The factory Harley 
rider tried several slingshot passes 
and briefly took the lead several times. 
Each time, though, Shobert was able 
to grab back the first place position 
and was in front when it counted at 
the end. 

Veterans Steve Morehead and Gary 
Scott went after the third spot, with 
Morehead pulling ahead slightly;at 
the end to transfer to the main. 

With Kidd’s motorcycle already, 
qualified for the main, the Honda 
camp's hopes further brightened when 
new team member Terry Poovey took 
the holeshot in the third heat and 
proceeded to stay his ground, leading 
all the way to the checkered flag. Jn 
doing so, he bested the fast privateer 
Harleys of Hank Scott and Alex Jor- 
gensen, who finished second and 
third, respectively. Steve Eklund, the 
Camel Pro Series points leader com- 
ing into Sacramento, had his prob- 
lems and finished a distant sixth, 

The fourth heat was the scene ofa 
mini-controversy. Not that the winner 
was ever in question. Springsteen 
miscued slightly at the start when he 
fed in a little too much throttle, caus- 
ing his XR750’s front tire to paw the 
air. The bobble allowed Keith Day to 
take the holeshot, but as the leaders 
shot by to complete the first lap, it 
was Springsteen in front and already. 
beginning to pull away. He stretched 
his lead convincingly to take the win, 
with Garth Brow getting around Day 
to take second. The controversy started 





when the heat’s time of six minutes, 
25.42 seconds was announced. Unof- 
ficial stopwatches had clocked Spring- 
steen in a quicker time; enough 
quicker that some thought Spring- 
steen should have been awarded the 
fastest heat time and consequently 
the first choice of start position for 
the final. 

“I was cheated out of fast heat time 
because the clocks were wrong,” 
Springsteen said after the race. “I had 
the fast heat, but I was third off the 
pole. Even the Honda guys had it by 
their clocks. We asked the referee 
about it. He said it didn’t matter, 
they'd made the decision already and 
they wouldn’t change it.”’ 

The first semi shaped up asa battle 
between National winners Jim Filice, 
Ted Boody and Gary Scott. After get- 
ting by early leaders Rich Arnaiz and 
Mike Garrison, the trio separated them- 
selves from the other riders and put 
onone of the best shows of the night. 
Scott had the lead with Boody and 
Filice alternating in second. Then, 
justafter the halfway flags,Filice,as he 
had done in his heat race, went wide of 
the groove and lost some space to 
Boody. 

Clear of the threat from Filice, 
Boody set sail for Scott. Coming off the 
final turn, he pulled abreast of Scott 
and suddenly a 12-rider, 10-lap semi 
had.turned into a two-man drag race 
forthe flag. With 11,500 fans jump- 
ing up to get a better look at the 
action, Boody nipped Scott at the line 
by mo more than a couple of inches. 
Both transferred to the final. 

The second semi-final pitted 
Eklund against factory Harley pilot 
Scott Parker and a determined Tim 
Mertens. Mertens displayed better 
reflexes and got the jump as the start 
light glowed green. Eklund, trying to 
make up time, forced his way to the 
outside and was rewarded by being 
pushed off the groove and moved 
back to sixth, Parker settled down 
and passed Mertens to take the lead 
while Pete Hames, a rookie hoping. 
to. make his second AMA National in 
as many weeks, was holding a steady 
third. 

Within a few laps, Eklund had 
moved back up to fourth and was 
pressing Hames. The rookie finally 
relinquished third to Eklund after 
the former Grand National Cham- 
pion had tried several forceful passing 
techniques. With time running out, 
Eklund closed on Mertens, setting 
himself up for a last-lap pass. Eklund 
pulled alongside Mertens, only to have 
Mertens close the door unceremon- 
iously on him and hold onto second. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

If Eklund was to have a chance of 
holding on to his points lead, he 
would have to win the Last Chance 
Qualifier for the final transfer spot 
into the National. Even though his 
competition would come in the form 
of some very eager riders, the cagey 
Eklund was the odds-on favorite to 
take the win. But when the racers 
were called to the line, Eklund was 
still in the pits, his crew working fev- 
erishly on the rear wheel of his bike. 
They got things back together in 
short order and Eklund sprinted out 
of the pits toward the starting line. 
Unfortunately, he had gone over his 
allotted two-minute grace period and 
an alternate was already in place. 
With that, Eklund’s night was over 
and he left to load his van, knowing 
ina few minutes that his series point 
lead would be history. 

With Eklund out, the final transfer 
spot was up for grabs and former 
Honda rider Billy Herndon showed 
he wanted it as he took the lead off the 
start with Rod Farris and Jim Filice 
in tow. Farris, who had been riding 
hard all night, knifed under Hern- 
don‘to take the lead. Filice tried’ the 


same move on Farris, but once again 
slid high into the loose dirt above the 
groove. By the time Filice got the bike 
reined in, he had dropped five places. 
Farris protected his lead and took the 
last-place starting position for the 
final event. 


National 

Out of the 17 start positions for the 
National, 13 were filled with pre- 
vious mile winners representing 
almost 50 wins on the long tracks. 
Fifteen Harley-Davidsons filled the 
ranks and the two red, white and blue 
factory Hondas took the other slots. 

From the outside of row one, Gra- 
ham charged his Harley into the first 
turn to take the lead. Shobert was 
second, Springsteen third anda strong- 
starting Morehead fourth. 

By the fourth lap, Springsteen was 
firmly entrenched in first with Sho- 
bert pressing from behind. Morehead 
was still in third and Poovey’s Honda 
wasa solid fourth. The order remained 
the same until the seventh lap when 
the race was black-flagged because 
Ted Boody’s engine was throwing a 
lot of oil into the air and subsequently 
onto the other rider’s faceshields. 
With Boody retired, the race was re- 
started in single file to begin the 
eighth lap. 

Shobert was caught napping at the 
restart and could only watch helplessly 
as Springsteen and Graham rocketed 
away into the lead. “When the green 
came on, I wasn’t even in gear,” Sho- 
bert said after the race, “so I was sixth 
going into the first turn.” 

Springsteen and Graham, racing 
inches apart, pushed themselves to a 
fairly sizeable lead until the last few 
laps when Shobert and Goss began 
closing for their last-lap charge. Then 
on the white-flag lap, with the four 
riders flashing by the start/finish 
line, Graham was shown the black 
flag and a board with a number 1 
chalked on it. Graham continued on, 
later claiming that he saw the flag, 
but couldn’t make out who it was for 
as he was in the process of pulling 
out of Springsteen’s draft at the time. 

Going into the final turn, Shobert 
passed a surprised Springsteen to 
take the lead and held on for his third 
National victory—all on miles. Spring- 
steen got back on the gas to salvage 
second and Goss outgunned Graham 
to finish in third. With Graham’s 
ousting from the top-four, Poovey 
was moved to fourth with Hank Scott 
fifth. 


After the race, referee Hutchins 
explained why Graham was black- 
flagged. “We spotted Graham oiling 
and gave him three laps to make sure 
where the oil was coming from,” he 
said. “Last lap or first lap, the man 
was oiling, very definitely oiling. I 
would have loved to let Ricky race 
that last lap. I would have loved not 
to have had to make that decision, 
but it wasn't fair to the other riders. 
Right or wrong, that’s exactly what I 
expressed at the rider’s meeting. 


“No matter what decision you make 
you're never going to make everybody 
happy. If I had let him run, I'd have 
all the other riders hollering at me.” 


Naturally, Graham didn’t see it 
quite that way. After spending some 
time in his motorhome cooling off, 
he told his side of the argument. “If I 
was throwing off enough oil to be 
dangerous, then I can see a reason for 
the black flag,” he said, “But the oil 
wasn’t coming out of my oil breather 
— that would have caused a big mess. 
A drain plug came loose and there 
was a slight mist which was burning 
off the exhaust pipes. It was causing 
some blue smoke and they thought it 
was a big oil problem. I looked at the 
other bikes’ number plates and it 
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(Top) Ricky Graham dnd Springsteen were this close for 16 laps. (Middle)

didn’t look like they had much oil on 
them. I don’t think it was unsafe.” 

Graham also disagreed with the 
timing of the black flag, saying that if 
the officials were going to take him 
out of the race, they should have 
thrown the flag when they first noticed 
the oiling problem. “I don’t think it 
was any more dangerous to run one 
more lap. They said I ran six laps 
with a little bit of oil coming out and 
then they say I can’t go one more 
mile. We've protested, so we'll see 
what happens.” 


Graham was awarded 12th posi- 
tion because he was not disqualified, 
simply stopped 24 laps into the race. 
According to referee Hutchins, Gra- 
ham could have been disqualified for 


ignoring the black flag, but there was 
some question as to whether or not 
Graham could have seen it.

Baldwin sails away 
at Riverside

“No troubles at all” was how Team Honda’s 
Mike Baldwin described his day of domina- 
tion at the Bell Superbike 100, winning both 
12 45-mile legs of the event with substantial 





leads. Baldwin was never head- 
ed and scarcely challenged as 
he led each race’ from the drop 
of the flag. 

Kawasaki's Wayne Rainey captured 
second both times out, although his 
margin over Honda Support rider 
Fred Merkel in the second heat was as 
close as it could have been without 
being called a dead heat. Merkel’s 4-3 
tally puthimin the winner's circle, 
with the second heat being the tie- 
breaker over the 3-4 of Kawasaki 
teamster Wes Cooley. Honda Sup- 
port/Vance & Hines-backed Roberto 
Pietri rounded out the top five. 


Honda’s Steve Wise did not figure . 


in the results because the former 
motocrosser had the ill fortune to run 
into oil dropped on the track from a 
broken motor. Wise was taken to the 
hospital with a broken collarbone. 
One other rider crashed in the oil, but 
was not injured. 

A substantial crowd of about 12,000 
was on hand to view the Sunday por- 
tion of the race. 

Baldwin drew the pole position for 
winning the faster of the two five-lap 
heats run on Saturday, with Rainey 
starting next to him after having 
taken the other heat from teammate 
Cooley. But before the race, Rainey 
did not sound optimistic. “I blew up 
my good motor on Saturday, and 
Wes’ went south this morning. We’re 
both using our ‘rain’ motors, and 
we're giving away two seconds a lap 
to the Hondas. I woke up this morn- 
ing hoping for rain,” said Rainey on 
the sunny morning period between 
practice and the start of the race. 

Baldwin jumped to an immediate 
lead as the first 18-lap heat began. 
Wise was running in second, with 
Honda Support rider Sam McDonald 
filling third as they filed up through 
the esses. 

By the second lap the order had 
gelled somewhat at Baldwin, Wise, 
Cooley, McDonald, Honda Support 
rider Dave Aldana and Rainey. In 
seventh, Merkel was next and fol- 
lowed by Pietri and John Betten- 
court, riding still another Honda 
Support team Interceptor. 

The third lap saw Rainey start 
moving to the front as he passed 
Aldana for fifth. By lap five, Rainey 
had disposed of McDonald as well 
and ran fourth. 

By the seventh lap, Baldwin had 
opened a 10-second lead on Wise, 
who had a similar cushion on the 
just-beginning battle for third be- 
tween the two green riders. Rainey 
passed Cooley shortly before the half- 
way point. 

At the halfway point, a backmarker 
blew his engine and left oil on the 
exit of the horseshoe-shaped turn six. 
Although Baldwin got through OK 
(“Ismelled the oil and slowed down,” 
he said later), Wise crashed heavily 
and ended up with his bike against 
the armco barrier on the outside of 
the turn. A few seconds later, Cali- 
fornia club racing star Frank Mazur 
also crashed and nearly took Rainey 
with him (“I couldn’t believe I didn’t 


run over him. Luckily, the Kawasaki, , 
has good brakes,” said Rainey). -y4 

Mazur was uninjured, but Wise 
had his right arm strapped up and 
was later taken to the hospital for a 
suspected collarbone injury. 

In the confusion, Cooley repassed” 
Rainey for second, but Rainey was 
back in front before the end of the 
next lap. 

Behind the two Kawasaki riders, 
Merkel, Pietri and McDonald were 
having a tight battle for fourth. As 
the laps wore on, Merkel got the best 
of the contest and started moving up 
to challenge Cooley. 

As the finish neared, Baldwin had 
about 20 seconds on Rainey, who had 
worked into a secure second. Cooley 
and Merkel were going at it for third, 
and McDonald and Pietri continued 
to fight over fifth. 

On the last lap Merkel gave it every- 
thing he had coming out of turn 
nine, but wound up a few inches 
short in his attempt on Cooley. Pie- 
tri, McDonald, Bettencourt and Al- 
dana followed. Finishing ninth was 


_ privateer Honda rider Rick Orlando, 


and Harry Klinzmann rounded out 
the top 10 on a new Suzuki. 


Baldwin repeated his disappearing 
act at the beginning of the second 
heat, trailing a line of Pietri, Aldana 
and Rainey behind him on to the 
course. Baldwin was again putting 
distance on the field from the very 
first corner. This time, however, 
Rainey only took two laps to capture 
the number two position. 

One-third of the way through the 
race, Baldwin was almost 10 seconds 
up on Rainey. Cooley was third, Pie- 
tri and Merkel renewed their first 
heat battle as they went for fourth, 
and the fight for sixth was a freight 
train of sorts involving Bettencourt, 
McDonald and Aldana. 

When Merkel broke free of Pietri; 
he zoomed up on Cooley and went by 
on the eighth lap. “Flying Fred” then 
set his sights on Rainey, leaving Coo- 
ley to fend off Pietri. 

With five laps to go, Merkel really 
put the pressure on Rainey as the two 
worked different parts of the course 
to their own advantages. With three 
laps to go, Merkel made his move and 
spent most ofa lap in front of Rainey. 

With Baldwin cruising to the win, 
the battle for second was high drama 
through the slightly banked final 
corner. Rainey and Merkel hit each 
other three times on the way to the 
checkered flag, and when they got 
their it was too close to call. Both 
riders believed they had beaten the 
other, but the AMA scoring gave it to 
Rainey, who had second overall no 


matter what the outcome. 


Of the contest, Rainey said, “He 
had power on me, but I could catch 
up through the esses. Going into 
turn nine on the last lap, he was just 
ahead of me, and his draft really 
sucked me into the corner. I was 
about 10 feet higher than I wanted to 
be and I had to come down. We 
bumped a few times, but I think I got 
it. I could see his. handlebar behind

me. I would like to thank Steve and 


Mark Johnson, and of course Kawa- ` 


saki, for doing such a terrific job.” 

Merkel said, “I couldn’t hold my 
line through the turn on the last lap. 
I thought I'd let the rear end drift a 
bit, and we started hitting each other. 
I just wish I’d have gotten Cooley in 
the first one.” 

While those two were busy turning 
in the finish of the day, Cooley took 
fourth ahead of Pietri and McDon- 
ald. Bettencourt and Aldana were 
seventh and eighth, followed by Hon- 
da privateer Bernd Koegler and Or- 
lando. Overall positions were the 
same, except that Orlando got the 
points for ninth and Koegler was cre- 
dited with 10th overall. 

Baldwin was'very calm after it was 
over, saying, “Everything went really 
easy. We tested Tuesday and had 
everything dialed in — the power, 
suspension, tires — everything.”

Renfrow wins 
a thriller

Virginia’s Randy Renfrow took 
the win by an inch as three rid- 
ers crossed the finish line side 
by side in the ND Spark Plugs- 


sponsored 18-lap Formula Two final. 
Southern Californians Danny Coe 
and David Emde were the two other 
riders in the blanket, after Emde had 
led going into the final turn. 

“That was a good last lap,” smiled 
Renfrow when it was over. “I had 


planned to draft Emde, but he nearly 
slid out in the final turn. I had to hit 
the brakes. From then on we just 
motored to the corner and I got there 
first. Coe nearly got us both.” 
Renfrow hadn’t been up front in 
either of the qualifying heats, which 


were taken by Texan Hugh Humble 
and Coe, with Coe just a tick of a 
second faster. 

Renfrow wasn’t up front in the 
early going either, as Dave Busby put 
his air-cooled 350cc Yamaha up front 
of a snapping pack that was made up 
of Emde, Humble and Tracy DeMuro. 
While most of the pack was running 
water-cooled Yamaha TZ250s, De- 
Muro was also mounted on an air- 
cooled 350cc. 

The top four, running with their 
wheels almost glued to each other, 
continued that way for the first five 
laps as Renfrow worked his way into 
fifth. 

Emde took the lead on the sixth 
lap, and three laps later Busby was 
out with mechanical problems. 

What followed was 12 laps of pure 
racing, with the battle for the lead 
involving up to six riders at a time. 
Emde, Humble and DeMuro were the 
first riders involved, but they were 
soon joined by Rhys Howard, Ren- 
frow and Coe. Emde and Humble 
seemed to do most of the leading 
through the middle of the race, with 
Coe sneaking in to lead a couple. 

It set up for the last lap with Emde 
leading Renfrow, Coe and Humble. 
Howard and DeMuro had dropped 
slightly off the pace. 

When the leaders made their run at 
the checkered, they were so close that 
no official announcement on who 
had won the race was made for sev- 
eral minutes. The officials gave it to 
Renfrow by inches, with Coe second 
and Emde third. Humble finished 
fourth, DeMuro fifth and Howard 
sixth. Don Greene took seventh and 
was followed by Russell Paulk, Joseph 
Reynosa and Chris Stewart. All rode 
Yamahas. 

Emde said of that last turn affair, 
“T thought I had it coming out of 
nine, but then the rear tire let goand I 
almost kissed the wall. I was lucky I 
didn’t go down.”

Emde outsnaps

What started out as a fun race 
between the country’s top pri- 
vateers on identical Kawasaki 
GPz550s, turned into a race to 
the finish with David Emde taking 
the over Thad Wolff. Frank Mazur 
finished a respectable third, with the 
rest of the pack back a distance. 

The 10-lap race was sponsored by 
the California Superbike School, and 
used the institution of higher corner- 
ing’s GPz550s. To make the race as 
even as possible, all riders were 
weighed beforehand, and lead weights 
were attached to the bikes of lighter 
riders. Mazur’s bike reportedly had 
more than 60 pounds of lead attached. 

The battle for was primarily be- 
tween Emde and Wolff throughout 
the race. Emde took the holeshot over 
Oregon’s Dan Bennett and Wolff. 
Dave Busby was running fourth in 
the early going, but Mazur soon made 
his way by both Busby and Bennett. 

As the race developed, Emde and 
Wolff were well clear of the pack and 
having fun, engaging in activities 
that ranged from weaving down the 
back straight, to reaching over and 
pinching the other rider. Mazur rode 
in third and a battle involving Rich- 
ard Chambers, Busby and Hugh 
Humble was going on for fourth. 

When it came down to the last lap, 
the two leaders got serious. They'd 
been nose to tail and side by side 
through most of the race, and as they 
came through turn nine for the last 
time, Emde had the lead and he held 
off Wolff to take the win by about a 
bikelength. “On the last lap,” ex- 
plained Emde, “Instead of shifting to 
sixth on the back straightaway, I left 
it in fifth and really buzzed the engine. 
That gave me the drive I really needed 
off the corner. It started off as a fun 
thing, but Thad and I really got to 
racing towards the end.” 

Mazur was a comfortable third, less 
than three seconds behind the lead- 
ers. Despite the eveness of the mach- 
inery, the top three pulled well ahead 
of the main scrap for fourth. Rhys 
Howard pulled through the pack to 
take that one, followed by Chambers, 
Bennett, Busby and Earl Roloff.
